THE “SENATORS GATHERING * FOR 
THE EXTRA SESSION. 

WUCH TALK ABOUT THE SENATE PRESIDENCY 
~-BOTH PARTIES TO HOLD CAUCUSES TO- 
DAY-—THE DEMOCRATS - CONTEMPLAT- 
YNG THE OFFER OF COMPROMISE. 

© ‘Wasnixeton, Oct. 7.—A large number of 

Senators of both political parties arrived to- 

day, and the indications are that the caucuses 

to be held to-morrow by both sides will be well 
attended. Until these preliminary confer- 
pnees are held nothing definite can be learned 
ns to the purposes of either party. Conversa- 

tions with those Senators now here indicate a 

disposition to perfect the organization of the 

Senate without unnecessary delay and with- 

out unseemly wrangling. Thereisa report to- 

night that several of the leading Democratic 





Senators held an informal conference to- 
ay, and that the opinion was al- 
most unanimous that a compromise 


should be presented to the Republicans, 
by which, after the election of a President pro 
sem., the officers of the Senate shall be divided 
between the two parties, the office of Secretary 
so be given to the Republicans and that of 
Sergeant-at-Arms to be retained by the Demo- 
rrats. The Democrats seem united in the 
belief that a President pro tem. should be 
chosen before anything else is attempted, and 


it is pretty certain that they will not consent 
that the new members shall be sworn untila 
presiding officer is chosen. The Democrats 
feel confident that Senator Davis, of Lliinois, 
will act with them in the choice of a President 
pro tem., both before and after the three new 
mombers are qualified, 

It is reported to-night on good authority 
that three prominent Senators are in favor of 
a compromise which will give the President 
ots tem. to the Republicans and assign the 

enate offices to the Democrats who now hold 
them, It is held by at least one of these 
Senators that the President pro tem. should 
be given to the Republicans for several rea- 
s0ns, among which are the following: Furst, 
because by an unmistakable expression of 
Dpinion at the polls last November the people 

laced the administration of the Government 
n the hands of the Republican Party, and 
vhose a Republican President and Viee-Pres- 
ident; second, because the creation of a 
Democratic President of the Senate, stand- 
Ing next in rank below the President of 
the United States, might endanger the Presi- 
dent by placing it in the power of some person 
politicaliy imsane to transfer by a great 
crime the administration of the Gevernment 
from the Republican to the Democratic Party. 
The experience of the last few months having 
shown thet such an event is not beyond the 


limits of vossibility, it is regarded as 
wise to give due consideration to this 
point. It is suggested that such an 


pvent, if a Democratic President pro tem. 
should be chosen, would cast a dread responsi- 
bility upon the Democratic Party. Pursuing 
this course of reasoning itis urged that the 
President pro tem, should not only be a Re- 
publican, but also one thoroughly in sympa- 
thy with the President of the United States, 
All these may be the sentiments of a few 
Democrats, but little confidence is expressed 
that such views will control the party in the 
Benate.

POLICY OF THE TREASURY. 

@Ow SECRETARY WINDOM CAN RELIEVE 
THE MONEY MARKET— REDEMPTION OF 
CALLED FIVES. 

“WasHIneToN, Oct.’ 7.—Numerous com- 
plaints have been received at the Treasury De- 
partment in reference to the policy of Secre- 
tary Windom in not adopting such measures 
as would secure the prompt disbursement of 
the large surplus in the Treasury in exchange 
ior interest bearing bonds, The recent call of 
the Secretary for $20,000,000 of 314 per cent. 
bonds has not given relief to the existing finan- 
rial stringency, nor has the situation been 


improved by the weekly purchase of 
$2,000,000 of that class of bonds. It 
is represented that the large drafts 


being daily made on New-York and the East 
tor money for transfer to the South and West 
makes it necessary that the Treasury shall 
adopt a method by whick its surplus may be 
promptly distributed with profit to the Gov- 
trnment and with advantage to tho business 
interests of thecountry. It is urged that ifthe 
Government now has $20,000,000 of surplus it 
should be paid out at once rather than to keepit 
{dle in the Treasury vaults for three months at 
kn expense of $175,000 for interest. The 
{reasury is now in a condition to’ redeem 
bhe $20,000,000 of 534 per cents recent- 
ly ealled for redemption on Dec. 24, 
and aceording to advices received to-day at the 
jepartment from Secretary Windom, it is like- 
ly that immediately after his return to Wash- 
jngton, notice will be given that the bonds in- 
bluded in the last call will be redeemed at par 
}nd accrued interest upon presentation, This 
would have the effect to relieve the existing 
fmancial distress, enable the holders of these 
talled bonds to invest the proceeds of the ex- 
thange at current rates of interest, and would 
at thesame time enable the Government to 
jave the interest that will accrueif redemption 
ls postponed until Dec. 24, The Secretary is 
expected to return to Washington to-morrow. 
Siace Oct. 1, to the close of business yester- 
fay, the Treasury has redeemed called 5 per 
rent. bonds to the amount of $2,500,000, 
About $7,000,000 of these bonds are still out- 
Btanding, and as interest on them ceased last 
Baturday, it is likely that the bulk of those 


still outstanding will be presented for redemp- | 


tion within the next three or four days.

There will be about 90 nominations of Post-

THE CAMPAIGN IN OHIO. 





REPUBLICANS HOPEFUL — DEMOCRATS DIS8- 
GUSTED WITH THEIR CANDIDATE, 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Oct. 7.—There are indi- 
eations coming to the surface here and there 
which give the Republicans renewed hope and 
lead them to anticipate a pretty full vote in 
the coming State election, but no one is mak- 
ing any figures, so far as can be ascertained, 
on either side. The situation is such thata 
surprise of some sort is probable, and no one 
would be astonished to see the State go in 
almost any direction. But while Republicans 
are not claiming a certain majority, they seem 
full of hope and earnestness, The Democrats, 
on the other side, seem discouraged and out of 


temper with their nominee. One prominent 
Democrat to-day admitted Foster’s election by 
from 7,000 to 10,000, but added, ‘‘ If we carry 
Hamilton County we,are sure of the Legisla- 
ture.” Gov. Foster is reported as being cer- 
tain of not only carrying the State, but also 
See securing the election of a Republican Legis- 
ature, . 

CoLumsBvs, Ohio, Oct. 7.—To-day has been 
amost active one among the Democrats and 
Republicans, but the confidence stimulated by 
the lavish display of money yesterday has ma- 
terially decreased. and the Demoeratic candi- 
date has relapsed to second place, the sporting 
fraternity backing Gov. Foster at even money 
on 10,000 majority over Bookwalter, and offer- 
ing five to one on 5,000, with few takers. During 
the day the Democratic candidate has been 
visiting the rolling mills and manufacturing 
establishments throughout the city. At some 
of these he was confronted with large placards 
giving his views one year ago on the 
tariff question. Mr. Kookwalter was asked at 
some places what his views were now, he hav- 
ing never discussed or spoken of the issues of 
the campaign since his nomination. To these 
questions he replied that his time was limited, 
and that he could notafford to cut his throat 
at this time by giving his views. J’rom Demo- 
eratic sources it is ascertained to-night that 
there is much dissatisfaction among the miners 


dicating that the men refuse to support the 
Democratic candidate, partly on aceount of his 
recent conversion, but more particularly be- 
cause of the exhibition the candidate made of 
himself while on his celebrated still hunt in 
those regions. Gov. Foster was in the city for 
a few hours to-day, and freely expressed him- 
self as confident of the success of the State 
ticket, as well as of the election of a majority 
of the legislative candidates.

THE SOCIAL SCIENCE CONGRESS. : 


REPRESSION OF CRIME AND THE LAND QUES- 

TIOK CONSIDERED, 
v Duptry,’ Oct..7.—In the repression of 
crime section of the Social Science Congress 
yesterday, Prof. Wayland, of New-York, con- 
tributed a paper in favor of detaining in 
prison persons eonvicted of serious offenses 
until reformed, instead of sentencing them to 
definite ‘periods of confinement. It was gen- 
erally considered that -there was not yet 
sufficient experience of the working of the 
American system advocated in Prof. Way- 
land’s paper to recommend its general adop- 
tion. 

Prof. Goldwin Smith, addréssing the con- 
gress to-day, pointed out the example of Amer- 
ica relative to the settlement of the Jand ques- 
tion. There was, he said, very little Social- 
ism there, for property had a guard consisting 
of freehold farmers, and liberty, with the love 
of which the people were thoroughly imbued, 
was opposed as much as property to Com- 
munism. In no community was wealth held 
toa greater extent for the public benefit than 
in America.

THE SITUATION IN TUNIS.

Tunis, Oct. 7.—Several isolated points on 
the railway beyond Beja are threatened by 
the insurgents. 

A large number of treops has reinforced 
Goletta and Susa.: Except the land line be- 
tween Tunis and Bizerta all the telegraph 
wires in the Regency have been rendered use- 
less, and in most cases have been destroyed. 

Lonpon, Oct. 7.—A Tunis telegram, dated 
Monday, which was delayed in transmission, 
says: ‘‘The partially successful insurrection in 
the North will make necessary fresh reinforce- 
ments from France.” 

Paris, Oct. 7.—Gen. Logerot telegraphs, 
under date of Thursday, as follows: ‘I have 
occupied the Belvedere position with two bat- 
talions. The other forts will be occupied to- 
morrow. A fiying column proceeding from 
Medjez to Testour was attacked, but its assail- 
ants were repulsed.”’ 

A council of the Ministers was held to-day. 
It is stated that their deliberations were de- 
voted exclusively to the state of affairs in 
Tunis, and that no discussion took place in re- 
gard to the course to be pursued by the Gov- 


ernment in view of the convocation of the 
Chambers. 
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HUNTING DOWN THE NIGILISTS. 
_— o_o : 

Lonpon, Oct. 7.—A Berlin correspond- 
ent says he has a communication from St. 
Petersburg annoufcing that the head-quarters 
ef the Nihilists have been discovered, 
and that 60 arrests have been made, 
Another Berlin correspondent says: ‘Ad- 
vices from St. Petersburg state that the 
most comprehensive measures have been taken 
for the safety of the Annitehkoff Palace, the 
Czar’s favorite St. Petersburg residence. A 
subterranean passage has been constructed all 
around the palace, which ean be patrolled by 
sentinels and immediately placed under water. 
The Czar is negotiating for the purchase of 
various houses surrounding the palace.’’ 

VIENNA, Oct. 7.—The Presse states that 
eight students at the Military College at Mos- 
cow and two at St. Petersburg have been ar- 
rested for Nihilism.

MR.’ GLADSTONE, EXPLAINS THE 
POLICY OF HIS PARTY. 

THE PREMIER ENTHUSIASTICALLY RECEIVED 
AT LEEDS—PRINCIPLES OF HIS FOREIGN 
POLICY—THE LAND LAWS OF ENGLAND 
AND SCOTLAND TO BE MODIFIED—MR. 
PARNELL’S COURSE STRONGLY CON- 
DEMNED. s 


Lonpon, Oct. 7.—Premier Gladstone ar- 
rived at Leeds last evening, and was received 
with the utmost enthusiasm. To-day 86 ad- 
dresses were presented to him. He replied 
briefly, acknowledging the value of party crit- 
icism. He explained the Liberal foreign poli- 
cy to consist of two main prineiples—that 
every foreign country should be credited 
with the same good motives as ourselves pntil 
it showed the contrary, and that every power 
was entitled to the same rights and privileges, 
irrespective of size. He concluded by saying 
that it was not for him, whose life was draw- 
ing to its inevitable close, to anticipate the 
long future they desired for him, but he would 
leave the affairs of the eountry in the hands of 
men in whom it had confidence, Referring to 
the unity of the Liberal Party, he said he saw 
no sign of any such divisions as led to its de- 
feat in 1874. Everywhere there were signs of 
union, and he looked forward with satisfac- 
tion. There was much to be done, he said, in 
altering and modifying the land laws of, Eng- 
land and Scotland, but the circumstances 
in these parts are not those of Ire- 
land. He argued that the depression of 
trade proceeded from decreased purchasing 
power. He ealculated that between 1878 and 
1880 the country had lost £24,000,000 on her ex- 
port trade, but as much as £100,000,000 from 
bad harvests. Referring to the Fair Trade 
League, he said some persons com- 
plained about the American tariffs. 
America sent us £3,000,000 worth of 
manufactures, while we sent to America 
from £30,000,000 to £40,000,000 worth. Fair 
traders wanted America to cease to be our cus- 
tomers to this amount. More unfair leaguers 
he never knew. If Sir Stafford Northcote dis- 
approved of Mr. Lowthier’s suggestion of a corn 
duty, it was time to speak intelligently on 
the subject. As Sir Stafford Northcote 
had other speeches to make soon, he perhaps 
would say emphatically whether he favored 

rotection and a corn duty. He declared that 

© himself would be no party to a retrograde 
movement. Mr. Gladstone spoke for an hour 
and forty minutes. 

At a banquet given to Mr. Giadstone to- 
night there were 1,400 persons present. Mr. 
Gladstone said: “ Justice to Ireland isa sa- 
cred duty, but it can never be performed with- 
out equal justice to England and Scotland. The 
state of Ireland might not be a party ques- 
tion. Ireland is in a great crisis, and on the 
working of the Land act may depend the 
greatest issues with regard to her prosperity, 
There are powerful agencies working, which 
will yet influence her fate in spite of the action 
of certain persons, I do not believe that there 
are laporers in any country that have 
made more progress than Irish laborers.” 


Mr. Gladstone warmly eulogized Sir 
Charles Gavan Duffy for his pamphlet 
advocating a. grateful acceptance of 
the Land act. Mr. Giadstone claimed 


Mr. Dillon as an opponent, but an 
opponent whom he was glad to honor, and 
added: ‘‘ lL now have the painful duty ‘of 
dealing with a very different class of oppo- 
nents. A small body of men has arisen who 
are not ashamed to preach to Ireland the 
Goctrine of publie plunder, The state of 
things in Ireland is coming to the question of 
law on the one hand and of their lawlessness 
on the other.” Mr, Gladstone favorably 
contrasted O’Connell’s fidelity to the Crown 


of England with Mr. Parnell’s hostility 
to everything English. ‘*O’Comnell,” he 
said, ‘ton every occasion, declared his 


respect for property, but Mr. Parnell has now 
anew gospel—that of plunder—to proclaim. 
He sees now that, whereas the rental of Ire- 
land is £17,000,000, the landlord is entitled to 
nothing but the original valuation of the land, 
amounting to £3,000,000, O’Connell’s respect 
tor human life was consistent. Mr. Par- 
nell is very copious in his references to 
America, but in all those references he 
has never found time to utter a word of disap- 
proval about the assassination literature of 
that country, whichis not American litera- 
ture. Americans scorn, spurn, and loathe 
it. (Loud cheers.] Mr. Parnell, during the 
last session of Parliament, made every 
effort to destroy the effect of the Land 
bill, but he did not dare to vete against it like 
aman, But when the lite of the bill was at 
stake, Mr. Parnell and 30 of his followers with- 
drew from the House of Commons and tried to 
destroy the work which the Government had 
begun. The test casés which Mr, Paruellintends 
to take into the Land Court are cases of rents 
which are fair and moderate. If he takes 
those cases into the court it will reject them, 
and when the court has rejected them Mr. Par- 
nell and his train will tell the people they have 
been betrayed, that the court is worthless, and 
thatthe land act ought to meet their unequivocal 
repudiation, and so he will play his game and 
gain his object if the people listen to these 
fatal doctrines. Parliament is not going to 
overturn the principle of public right and pub- 
lic order to please Mr. Parnell.” 

Alluding to agrarian crime, Mr. Gladstone 
said: ‘‘ What would happen in England if 
crime proved beyond the exertions of the 
officers of thelaw? Vast multitudes of loyal 
citizens would array themselves in sup- 
port of the law. But no_ such thing 
is heard of in Ireland. General cow- 
ardice seems to prevail among all 
elasses Who possess property, and the Govern- 
ment is expected to preserve peace with no 
moral foree behind them, That is a great 
scandal and evil for Ireland, and until the evil 
is removed the condition of Lreland will not be 
thoroughly healthy. We are convinced that 
the Irish nation desires to take full advantage 
of the Land act, but Mr, Parnell says 
‘No.’ The Government will rely upon the 
good sense of the people, because it is deter- 
mined that no force, or fear of foree, or fear 
of ruin through force, shall prevent the people 
from having full and free benefit of the Land 
act. I callupon all orders and degrees of men 
in the three kingdoms to support the Gevern- 
ment.”’ At the conclusion of the speech there 
was prolonged cheering. 

The Times, thismorning, says: ‘‘ Thespeech- 
es of Mr. Gladstone, in the present condition 
of affairs, can hardly fail to be taken as an im- 
portant political manifesto. The eountry will 
listen with anxious interest to Mr. Gladstone’s 
judgments on questions now demanding tho 
attention of the Government, and will feel that 
the occasion is less one for party controversy 
than for a frank exposition of Mr. Gladstone's 
views on urgent matters of home and foreign 
affairs.’’ 

Lonpon, Oct. 8.—Three thousand terch- 
bearers lined the route along which Mr. Glad- 
stone drove from the banquet home. There 
was an enormous crowd along the route and 
great enthusiasm was manifested.

THE WAR ON THE LAND AOT. 
FARMERS WHO WILL TAKE ADVANTAGE OF 
THE LAW—VIOLENT TALK FROM A MAYOR. 

Lonvon, Oct. 7.—A Dublin correspond- 
ent, after having interviews with several in- 
fluential men who have intimate knowledge of 
the wants and wishes of the farmers of a large 
portion of the Province of Connaught, says he 
has arrived at the general conclusion that on 
the western side of the Shannon the farmers 
are disposed to take advantage of the Land 
act to the utmost possible extent, and that no 


red herring trailed across their path by the 
Land League will divert them from their pur- 
pose, 

By the special invitation of Mr. Parnell and 
the Executive of the Land League, a Jabor 
convention} will assemble in Dublin at the end 
of October for the purpose of forming a na- 
tional organization of farm laborers to act 
with and under the direction of the League. A 
separate labor executive will be formed, which 
will direct and control the organization. Del- 
egates from England will attend. A few of 
the prominent leadars ef the labor movement 






















will be selected at the convention as candi- 
dates for Parliament. 

The Mayor of Limerick, eommenting on the 
refusal of the Government to grant a sworn 
inquiry into the recent riots, said that he 
would wait upon every Irish member of Par- 
liament and insist on an inquiry, and that he 
would call a monster meeting to condemn the 
refusal, and added that he dared the Govern- 
ment on their peril to proelaim this meeting. 

DUBLIN, Oct. 7.—At the weekly meeting of 
the Land League, Mr. Parnell presided. The 
Secretary reported that £2,160 had been re- 
ceived since the last meeting, including £1,633 
from America, Mr, Parnell said that in a 
few days the League would be ready to file 
applications for reference to the Land Court 
of 100 test cases. He said that he wished to 
guard the public mind against the idea that 
the applications were likely to be of much 
value, as the applicants, who are chiefly small 
tenants, would derive no benefit from the act. 

Cork, Oct. 7.—Mr. Heffernan, brother of 
the ex-prisoner and a member of the Cork 
League, has been remanded on the charge of 
participation in the recent attack upon Mr. 
Golding, a landlord.

AUTUMN RACING 1N ENGLAND. 
LAST DAY OF THE KEMPTON PARK MEETING 
—MR. KEENE LOSES TWO RACKS, 

Lonpow, Oct. 7.—This was the last day 
of the Kempton Park October meeting. The 
race for the Walton Selling Welter Handicap 
was won by Mr. R. 8.

At yesterday’s sitting of the Congregational 


Union of England and Wales, at Manchester, 


a letter was read from the Rev. Dr. Hopkins, 
Chairman of the American Board of Commis- 
sioners for Foreign Missions, who is now in 
Paris. Dr. Hopkins expected to be present at 
the conference and deliver an address on the 
foreign missionary question. The letter ex- 
pressed his strong fraternal feeling for the 
union, and alluded tothe English sympathy 
in the case of President Garfield. The Rev. 
Mr. Trowbridge, for 25 years a missionary in 
Armenia, described the work being carried on 
by American missionaries there. Drs, Strong, 
sch mil and Storrs, American delegates, also 
spoke, 

A Paris correspondent says: ‘‘It is now 
stated that the Cabinet will resign immediate- 
ly. The Government is inquiring as to M. 
Gambetta’s present whereabouts, as he is still 
absent from Paris. It is uncertain where he 
is. A friend, whois acquainted with his in- 
tentions, says he will rely for support 
upon the moderate majority of the Left 
and the section of the Union Republi- 
caine allied thereto. He will thus have a 
party with a minimum strength of 300, where- 
as the extreme Left, and the section of the 
Union Republicaine allied thereto, and the 
Right, will only muster, together, a maximum 
ot 240. This arrangement will render M, 
Ferry’s presence in the Cabinet possible. ”’ 

Messrs. Moody and Sankey, who are both in 
London, have arranged to hold services at 
Newcastle-on-Tyne on the Sunday afternoon 
following the closing of the Church Congress 
now sitting there. 

A dispatch from Geneva says: ‘* Another 
landslip threatens Elm. The inhabitants, who 
had returned to their houses after the recent 
catastrophe, have been warned to quit them.’’ 

The Fali Bail Gazette understands that 
under no circumstances are the objections of 
the Boers to the convention likely to be car- 
ried to the length of an armed protest. It also 
urges conciliation. 

A dispaten from Durban says: “In the Na- 
tal Legislative Council, notice has been given 
ofa motion that Gen. Sir Evelyn Wood, the 
british High Commissioner, be informed that 
the present form of government is no longer 
suited to Natal.”’ 

Paris, Oct. 7.—A decree summoning a meet- 
ing of the Chambers is gazetted. 

Mr. Morton, the American Minister, in pre- 
senting to Gen. Farre, Minister of War, the 
American officers who attended the Autumn 
military manceuvres, expressed his gratitude 
for the weleome given them by the French 
Army. Gen. Schofield congratulated Gen. 
Farre upon the excellence of the manceuvres 
and the good conduct of the troops. He said 
he had been mueia struck by their order and 
discipline. Gen. Farre begged Mr. Morton 
and the American officers to be the inter- 
preters to the American Government and peo- 
ple'of the feeling of friendship entertained 
toward them by the French Army. 

Rome, Oct. 7.—Tho Government is-awaiting 
the report of the Royal Commission for the 
Study of Econemic Questions, which is now 
being prepared, before it decides whether or 
not to break off the negotiations for a treaty 
of commerco with Franee. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 7.—Lord Dufferin, 
British Ambassador to Turkey, having asked 
the Porte to send competent doctors to Mecca, 
the Vice-President of the Sanitary Commis- 
sion, with a staff, has proceeded thither to 
take measures to prevent the spread of cholera. 

ALEXANDRIA, Oct, 7—There have been no 
fresh eases of cholera at Aden since the 27th 
of Sept. 

Lonpon, Oct. 8.—A Vienna dispatch says: 
‘*Two hundred Russian Jews, whom the Aus- 
trian Police stopped at Brody, in Galicia, 
while they were emigrating to America, have 
been permitted to resume their journey to 
Antwerp, where they will embark for that 
country.”

THE GREAT FENIAN PLOT. 


ENGLAND: SWINDLED AND THE 
IRISH OAUSE DISGRACED, 

A SCHEME TO CHEAT THE BRITISH GOVERN- 
MENT OF LARGE 8UMS OF MONEY—SHIP- 
PING INFERNAL MACHINES AND SELLING 
THE WARNING. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 7.—Two months 
have passed since the civilized world, was 
shocked by the announcement that several in- 
fernal machines were discovered aboard a Brit- 
ish vessel. ‘They were locked on as mani- 
festing the desperation of the Fenians of this 
country, and apparently foreshadowed a ter- 
rible policy to be pursued that the independ- 
ence of Ireland might be accomplished. In 
the recent rapid succession of important events, 
the actions of the alleged Fenian plotters 
were lost sight of by the general observer. 
The Government of the United States, how- 
ever, through Secret Serviee agents, contin- 
ued an investigation begun at the time of the 
discovery of the infernal machines, and, 


aided by anxious and able English de- 
tectives, ferreted the matter to the 
end, The result of these investigations 
has never been made public, and possibly 
would not have been for some time to come, 
were it not for the anxiety of several of the 
revolutionary leaders, who, fretful over the 
quiet work of the detectives, began to cut 
adrift from the suspected persons who, it is 
now asserted, acted in their own interest and 
not in eoncert with any known organiza- 
tion. The result of the affair ostracizes 
O'Donovan Rossa, of New-York: Patrick 
Crowe, of Peoria, Ill, and Peter H. 
Foye, of this city, from respectable Irish Na- 
tionalist company in this country. This is 
not because they were the authors of a sinister 
plot to destroy life and property by the explo- 
sion of the diabolical apparatus shipped, but 
because the entire affair was fraudulent, 
and merely a plot to cheat the Eng- 
lish Government out of a large 
sum of money, which had naught for its re- 
sults but the enrichment of the schemers and 
the disgrace of the Irish cause. These facts 
are established by tbe Police inquiries, and 
while the sequel to the great sensation was the 
cause of much chagrin to the British officers 
stationed in this country, it relieved the Goy- 
ernment of grave apprehensions. 

It will be rememeered that Crowe, about the 
time the discovery of the machines was an- 
nounced, attracted attention by asserting that 
he was their manufacturer, and proposed to 
manufacture more. This was done to relieve 
Rossa from responsibility, as the daily contri- 
butions to the loquacious organizer’s skirmish- 
ing fund suddenly fell off under the tremendous 
fire of publie opposition to a Nihilistic method 
of warfare. Rossa, too, suddenly hedged, in 
the hope of saving the general cause from 
disgrace, and stated that the whole af- 
fair was a ‘clever plot of a shrewd 
Irishman to make a little money,” and fur- 
ther, tnat the machines had been shipped and 
afterward information of the fact given to 
the English authorities, for which the ‘** clever 
Trishman’”’ received $10,000. This story was 





literally true, although nof believed by 
the public. Nor did the authorities 
credit it until its correctness was established 


by investigation. The information which is 
here given as to the details of this remarkable 
plot comes from the most trustworthy source, 
and has been given to a Press reporter for the 
sole purpose of relieving the Irish national 
movement in this country from the ban under 
which it has rested since the finding of the in- 
fernal machines. 

Peter H. Foye is well known in Philadelpnia 
and New-York through his connection with 
Fenian affairs. Until a few weeks ago he was 
the proprietor of a groggery at No. 1,818 
Market-street in this city. He was identified 
as an extremist in all that pertains to Ireland, 
and was. always in close sympathy 
with the Rossa faction. Through Foye 
a provosition was made last Winter to 
Rossa’s followers in this city looking to the 
construction of torpedoes and the eompound- 
ing of explosives. After several interviews 
with the inventor, who is a Philadelphian, 
Rossa ordered one apparatus for experimental 
purposes. This was furnished, and the experi- 
ment, which was made in the Catskill Moun- 
tains near Fishkill, proved entirely satisfac- 
tory. Upon this result 21 of the machines 
were ordered. The Philadelphian proceeded 
with their manufacture. They were delivered 
to Foye in June. The machines, one of which 
has been seen by a press reporter, are pe- 
culiar and quite ingenious in construction. 
When O’Donovan Rossa got possession of 
these machines, fully charged, Foye proceeded 
to turn traitor. It is not possible to ascertain 
to whom Foye first made overtures, but in the 
course of time he was negotiating with the 
British Consul in New-York. The first in- 
formation given by Foye was to the 
effect thasa Fenian had left New-York ona 
White Star Line steamer, having in his posses- 
sion two of theinfernal machines, This infor- 
mation was not lodged until the vessel had 
arrived, of which faet Foye had been ad- 
vised by a cablegram. Foye had with him 
one of the terrible machines, and his informa- 
tion so impressed the British officer that the 
latter at once called for the arrest or the 


inspection of the baggage carried by 
the person described by his inform- 
ant. Tho plotters, assisted by the 


counsel’s promptness, were highly successful. 
“When the English authorities hurriedly ap- 
peared on the dock of the steamer, they found 
that the person described had _ disap- 
peared the moment the vessel bad landed, 


leaving his baggage behind, with orders 
that it should be stored until ealled 
for. It was searched, and the two machines 


were tound coneealed. Of course, the baggage 
was never called for. This matter was kept 
seeret, as, according to the information given 


by Foye, another great plot was afoot. 
He had now _ suceeede in establish- 
ing himself in the graces of the 


British officers, and his services were demand- 
ed at almost any price. After reporting daily 
for a week, he suddenly discovered that a num- 
ber of machines had been shipped. Himself 
and his fellow conspirators had arranged to 
tell the story that the wicked Fenians had 
arranged to ship infernal machines to a con- 
signee who had no existence, and conse- 
quently the goods in which the ma- 
chines were concealed would be stored 
in the Government buildings. In a 
few days’ after their arrival the 
apparatus would cause an explosion, and 
great destruction would follow. The price de- 
manded to thwart this disaster was $10,000, 
The terms were agreed to upon the contin- 
ency that the information proved correct. 
n due time the vessel arrived, the machines 
were discovered, and a great sensation fol- 
lowed, for allof which the English Govern- 
ment was out $10,000. 

Foye has had little pleasure with his portion 
of the plunder, as a few weeks ago he flied from 
his establishment in Market-street, under the 
impression that the United States authorities 
were about to arrest him, and has not been 
heard of since. O'Donovan Rossa a few days 
ago received through the Dead Letter Office 
letters which had been sent to the fictitious per- 
son to whom the barrels of cement in which 
the machines were stored were consigned. 
These letters Kossa aecepted, and it now looks 
very much as though the English authorities 
had not given up the idea of punishing the 
conspirators. Atallevents there exists much 
uneasiness among the radical leaders, and to 
this apprehension is mainly due the fact that 
this revelation is made.

THE PENNSYLVANIA CONTEST, 





THE PRESENT ASPECT OF THE CAMPAIGN ON 
ALL SIDES. 

PoitapetpHta Oct. 7.—The Hon. Orange 
Noble, who has been in this city for two or 
three days making a quiet canvass of the situ- 
ation, left here for home this evening. Those 
who profess to know the real facts say that 
the result of his inquiries showed him, first, 
that the prospects of securing unity and har- 
mony in his party’s ranks are decidedly slen- 
der, and, second, that the independent move- 


ment, which, in its ineipiency, was expected 
to render great assistance to the Democratic 
cause, is not likely to benefit him sufficiently to 
accomplish his ends. Some of the most astute 
of local politicians predict. after surveying 


the situation in its altered aspect, that in the 
event of Wolfe’s obtaining 10,000 votes there 
is a reasonable certainty that Gen. Bayley 
can command 4 majority here. They base 
their opinion upon the fact that for the 
first time in a decade the Philadelphia delega- 
tion went to the State Convention asa unit for 
a heme candidate; that the McGowen faction, 
representing all the office-holding element 
except the Mayor, is irretrievably separated 
from the Vaux-Tilden element, as the Demo- 
cratic City Committee is designated, and that 
Republican influences will be used to widen the 
breach. Further than this, the Democracy has 
shown an indisposition to provide such neces- 
sary funds as are demanded, and great room 
for fraud is effered by the neglect to purge 
the Assessors’ list. Conservative leaders assert 
that Cameron will use his opportunity on this 
eccasion, and there is a conspicuous lack of 
enthusiasm for the independent movement as 
compared with the defection of lest Fall. 





THE ALBANY CONVENTION. 





PREPARATIONS OF THE CITY DEMOCRATIC 
FACTIONS—HOW THEY WILL PRAVEL TO 
THE CAPITAL, 

Before 3 0’clock, on Monday afternoon, 
the three Democratic factions in this City will 
be represented in Albany by three delegations 
of men seeking admission to the State Conven- 
tion, to be held on Tuesday, in Tweddle Hall. 
The County Democracy, the Tammany organi- 
zation, and the Irving Hall bodies will 
each send full sets of delegates, and the conven- 
tion will decide as to which one shall be ad- 
mitted. While the Tammany men express 
little hope of recognition, they are going to 
Albany in very large numbers and with as 
much parade as if they were confident of vic- 
tory. Toimpress the country delegates with 


their magnificence the henchmen of ‘ Boss’’ 
Kelly wiil journey to the State capital ina train 
of parlor cars, with a brass band, and with 
Kelly in the midst of them. The cars in 
which these persons will travel are to be deco- 
rated outside with Jeffersonian mottoes, and 
it is safe to say there will be no lack of Bour- 
bon refreshments inside the cars. Between 16 
and 20 cars are to be used in transport- 
ing the Kelly statesmen, and the 
special train is to start from the 
Grand Central Depot at 10 o’clock on Monday 
morning. The crowd will include very few 
of the men who were prominent in Tammany 
Hall a few years ago, while the delegation of 
the New-York County Democracy will contain 
many of them. The delegates of this organi- 
zation will follow closely upon the Tammany 
men, and they will also travel im a special train 
of parlor cars, accompanied by brass music, 
caterers and other modern conveniences cal- 
culated to make the trip to Albany a lively po- 
litical picnic. A number of the leaders will 
start for the capital on Sunday night, inelud- 
ing, it is expected, ex-Mayor Cooper, Mr. 
Andrew H. Green, Corporation Counsel Whit- 
ney, Mr. George H. Purser, and several 
others. Commissioner Hubert O. Thompson 
willaccompany the ‘‘ Jeffersonians,” who will 
occupy three special cars. The ‘‘ Jefferson- 
ians” will number about 150 persons, and all 
of them will wear black silk hats, light over- 
coats, ‘white gloves and neckties, and carry 
canes, The County Democracy will leave at 
11 o’clock on Monday. 

There is no truth in the report, circulated by 
an enemy of the Irving Hall Democracy, that 
the delegates of this organization intend to 
walk to Albany. Mr. Charles W. Brooke,’ 
Cot. M. C. Murphy, <A. V. Davidson, 
Judge Cochran, Justice ‘‘ Tim” Campbell, and 
ex-Alderman Haughton have made arrange- 
ments for railroad transportation for such of 
the delegates as donot find it convenient to 
take the [roy boat on Sunday night. Sheriff 
Bowe and ex-Senator John Fox will travel in 
a special car engaged for some of the commit- 
tees of the organization. The hour for the de- 
perture of the Irving Hall men has not been 
fixed, but it is expected that it will bo about 
noon on Monday. 

The Democratic State Committee will have 
its head-quarters in the Delavan House, 
where a meeting will be held on Tuesday 
morning at 9 o’clock. The roll of the conven- 
tion, for use in the temporary organization, 
will then be decided upon, and before the eon- 
vention is called to order, at noon, in Tweddle 
Hall, the question as to the recognition or re- 
jection of the Tammany Hall delegates will 
have been disposed of. The different City del- 
egations have secured accommodations in the 
Delavan House and Stanwix Hall, so that, as 
about two or three thousand Democrats are 
expected to attend the convention, the country 
delegates will be forced to put up with hum- 
bler accommodations. If is the general opin- 
ion that the convention will do its work in one 
day, although a prolonged debate over the 
City contests may make it necessary to hold 
one session on Wednesday.

EX-GOV. TILDEN SAYS HE IS NOT DESIROUS 
OF CONTROLLING: THE « DEMOCRATIC 
CONVENTION, 

From time to time during the last few 
months ex-Gov. Tilden, it is said, has been re- 
peatedly importuned by men who have great 
faith in his power as a politician to use his in- 
fluence in behalf of certain would-be candi- 
dates for nomination at the coming ,Demo- 
cratic convention. These applications, it is 
reported, have sadly annoyed the Gramercy 
Park statesman; but they have also furnished 
him with an. excuse for writing a let- 
ter, which he has submitted to a friend 
for publication, the perusal of which will con- 
vince every one that he is certainly not less 
shrewd im mind than he wasa few years ago, 
if he is infirm of body. While Mr. Tilden 
distinctly disavows any intention of controll- 
ing the convention at Albany witha view of 
securing the nomination for Governor next 
year, he earefully refrains from declaring 
that he is not yet out of the field as a candi- 
date for the Presidency. The letter is as fol- 
lows: 

GRAYSTONE, Oct. 3, 1881. 

My Dear Sir: Ihave received your letter 
stating you intended to cali on me, and your 
inability to do so. 

I should have written to you earlier, except 
for an illness and the pressure of claims upon 
my attention during my convalescence. 

it would have been agreeable to me to ‘have 
seen you and to have treated you with that 
frankness and courtesy you have always ex- 
perienced from me. 

In respect to your assuranca that you would 
not be a candidate for nomination, if your 
nomination ‘‘would be disagreeable to me, 
and be discountenanced by me,’’ I have te sa 
that I cannot assume any sueh position. 
have neitber the right nor the wish to exclude 
you from a legitimate and honorable competi- 
tion for any public trust. My practice, when 
Iwas at the head of the party organization, 
was not to become a partisan of any particu- 
lar candidate, but to confine myself to such 
advisory suggestions as might seem fit and 
useful during the deliberations of the conven- 
tion; to defer largely to the judgment ef the 
best men of the counties found at the conven- 
tion in view of the immediate action on the 
complex considerations which enter into the 
formation of a collective ticket. I need not 
say that I have not undertaken any such 
function on the present oceasion, and have not 
possessed myself of the information to 
make me competent to suchawork. I as- 
sume that you have not given credit to 
the idle fictions of Republican and otker 
newspapers,» which ascribe to me a desire 
to control the nominations and canvass 
for the present year, with a view to 
becoming a candidate for Governor next year. 
The truth is I ran for Governor in 1874 simply’ 
for the purpose of sustaining the reform meve-: 
ment to which I had given the three preceding 
years, and I should not have continued in the 
office for a sesond.term in any possible event, 
nor would I now entertain the idea of return- 
ing to it, even if I flattered myself that I would 
receive a unanimous vote of the people. 

All I desire for the Democratic Party in the 
coming canvass is that it shall make the best 
possible choice of candidates and do every- 
thing to advance the principles of administra- 
tion to which I have devoted so many efiorts‘ 
and sacrifices.

There were about 40 gentlemen present, the 
more prominent of whom were Prof. Theodore 
W. Dwight, D. Willis James, Edward Salo- 
mon, once Governor of Wisconsin, but now & 
resident of New-York, and one who takes a 
deep interest in matters affecting the interests 
of this City; William A. Cole, William H. 
Webb, President of the Council of Political 
Reform; Edward Fitch, Henry N. Beers, 
Henry A. Oakley, Frederick W. Whitridee, 
Gustav Schwab, Gen. Viele, and Dr. D. B, 
St. John Roosa. Mr. Webbcalled the meeting 
to order. A motion was then made that ex: 
Gov. Salomon should be the Chairman, and 
he was accordingly chosen. Mr. Whitridge 
was selected as the Secretary. The proceed: 
ings were of sn informal character, no studied 
addresses being delivered. It was resolved 
that a comrittee of 15, to which was to ba 
added the Chairman and Secretary, should be 
appointed to consider some plan of action, and 
this committee is yet to be appointed. 

Ex-Gov. Salomon said last evening to a:re- 
porter of THe Times that no time would be 
wasted in the selection of this committee, but 
it was of incalculable importance that good 
and capable men should be requested to serve 
uponit. It was his hope thatin making the 
choice of such a committee he might get the 
very best men to act. This committee 
would undoubtedly be in existence in tha 
forepart of the coming week, and the 
plan of action must be devised by the members 
of it. It was more than probable that it weuld 
be decided that it is now too late to enter upon 
a@ campaign embracing the putting in the field 
of a county ticket to be voted for at the polls 
next month. It was, perhaps, unfortunata 
that more time was not to be had for their pur- 
poses, and they must take advantage of all 
that is left. The especial attention of the com- 
mittee would probably be centred upon the 
subject of nominations made by the factions 
of either party for the Senate and. the Assem- 
bly, but the course which such a committee 
would pursue regarding even that matter Gov. 
Salomon did not pretend to be able to fore- 
east. The active co-operation of all citizens 
will be invoked, and whenever the nomina- 
tions made by the Democratic or Republican 
machines shall be objectionable to the respect- 
able people of a district there should be a man 
of irreproachable character presented in oppo- 
sition to those candidates, and by honest and 
determined work that man shouid be elected.’ 
Men who, by their records in previous Legisla- 
tures, are manifestly unfit to represent. decent 
people in any legislative body ought to meet 
some power in this community that will pre- 
vent their return to Albany. Gov. Salomon 
said that while no course had yet been decided 
upon, fer the very palpable reason that no 
committee had yet been appoiated, he had no 
doubt that especial efforts would be made at 
the proper time to blight the future political 
prospects of those members of the Legislature 
who voted against the Citizens’ Street-cleaning 
bill. It would not do, however, to make any 
promises. Nothing has yet been aecomplished, 
and whether anything would be done .in the 
future was a matter concerning which © he 
could have no knowledge. 

William H. Webb, a gentleman of wealth, 
who attended the meeting of Thursday, bas 
had much experience in pointing out to men 
elected to seats in the Legislature that they 
were sent there to look after the rights of their 
constituents and not to further their own 
selfish purposes or political schemes. Mr. 
Webb said last evening that when gentlemen 
who reaily had the interests of the tax-payers 
of this City at heart reached Albany and 
endeavored to secure the enactment of a 
law that might benefit the people here 
they were met with the question, put by mein< 
bers of the Legislature from districts outside 
of this County, ‘‘Why don’t your members 
take this matterin hand?’ It was too true, 
Mr. Webb continued, that the members from 
New-York were bitter partisans, whose inter-, 
est was niainly in measures for the benefit of 
their party, and whose determination always 
seemed to be to ignore the desires of the tax- 
pavers. He believed that when Senator Me-< 
Carthy came to this City at the head of a com- 
mittee of the Senate, and songht to find out 
what the people here really wanted, he re- 
solved to give New-York a good charter if 
he was not prevented from so doing. The fate 
of the bill introduced by the Syracuse Senator 
everybody knew. It was slaughtered by 
the men who pretended to represent this City : 
in the councils of the State. As u member of! 
the Council of Political Reform, Mr. Webb* 
said he made many visits to Albany at that 
time. Senator McCarthy became disgusted 
with the treatment which his bill received, and 
said to Mr. Webb: ‘* Your City’s members here 
do nothing for you. How can you expect us 
to do anything! Members from the districts 
outside of New-York do not wish to interfere 
with your affairs.” 

Some persons have®* said, ‘continued Mr. 
Webb, that he hada motive in approaching 
the legislators on matters concerning this City. 
He did, indeed, have a motive, and that was 
as a tax-payer to look after his rights as such. 
and he intimated that it would bea heer 3 good 
plan for other tax-payers tofollow. The Council 
of Political Reform had accomplished much in 
a quiet way, and was constantly moving ia 
matters of general importance to this City. A’ 
copy of every bill affecting New-York County 
introduced into the Senate or the Assembly 
was always sent to a committee of the Council! 
before any action was taken by the Legisla- 
ture upon it. This committee directs its most 
earnest efforts for or against the measures pro- 
posed, and generally finds the stumbling-block 
in the person of some member from this City. 
Senator Robert H. Strahan and Dr. I. I. Hayes. 
have, he said, proved themselves particularly, 
formidable in opposition to goo: measures.’ 
As for the course of Senator Strahan, so 
much might not be said in disapproval 
as should be uttered against ODr.} 
Hayes’s career in the lower branch o 
the Legislature. Mr. Webb had heard thats 
Dr. Hayes would again be a candidate for re 
election this Fall, and he sineerely trusted tha 
= pee ig ait ee th 
selves aga' i ‘ap 
im the Legislature as their Psat: omy It 
would be scarcely possible, thought Mr. hae 
to convene a worse islature than 
which assembled in Albany last Winter. 
isof opinion that something .can be 
plished by the peo sr toward 
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made, and instanced the case of Mr. Dowd 
who made so near an approach to the chair 
now occupied by Mayor Grace. In conclusion 
Mr. Webb said that the meeting of Thursday 
pught to have been held a month earlier. 
{f such had been the case, then something 
might be accomplished toward satisfying 
the people this Fall. An effort will now be 
made, it was quite ety to make up for lost 
time. It would be too late to engineer a gen- 
tral election, but considerable can be done in 
the Assembly and Senatorial distriets in en- 
deavoring to defeat bad candidates nominated 
by either the Republican or Democratic ma- 
chine, by urging the election of fearless, inde- 
pendent men who willserve the people and 
disregard the demands of parties or factions. 

Henry A. Oakley, one of the signers of the 
eall, stated that he was unable to attend the 
meeting, being called away by business. He is 
in thorough sympathy with the movement, 
however, which is not political in its charac- 
ter, but reformatory. As he understands the 
matter, it is proposed to secure the nomina- 
tion, and if possible the election, in strong 
Democratic districts, of the best Democrats 
that can be found to be in sympathy with the 
project of carrying on the business of the City 
and State in a thorough, business-like manner— 
alike course to be pursued in Republican dis- 
tricts. In his own district he says that Dr. 
Hayes has willfully and persistently mis- 


represented his constituents, and such 
misrepresentation they propose, if pos- 
sible, putting an end_ to. The move- 


ment is similar in character to others 
that have been had in the City, and is 
founded on a substantial basis, to be fathered 
and carried out by men who tako no active 
part in politics. ‘There are,” he said, ‘‘a 
very large number of independent men in the 
City who only go into active political life in 
case of anemergency, and they are the peo- 
ple moving in this matter. Latterly this class 
of business men have been casting their lot 
with the Republican Party, and voting the 
tickets it has nominated, but they are men 
who will be bound by no party ties, holding 
the material interests of the City to be of far 
greater importance than the success of any 
man or clique of men, particularly the 
machine men who misrepresent their con- 
stituents, and vote or act in accord with 
the dictates of leaders. Purity, honesty. 
end integrity in the management of 
politieal affairs, as in business affairs, are the 
pbjects we aim at, and it isto secure theso 
slone that our efforts will be put forth. Sure- 
ty, the tax-payers must fallin with such a 
zoovement, and that there is need of thorough 
and practical reform in the management of 
Municipal affairs no one can deny.” Whether 
it was proposed to make an independent series 
of nominations for all positions he could not 
say. Possibly the gentlemen will indorse suit- 
able nominations made by one or the other of 
the great political parties, and possibly tickets 
may be made up and circulated composed of 
the best candidates placed in nomination by 
both parties. In his opinion, however, a com- 
mittee would be appointed to consult with 
the managers of the parties before nomina- 
tions are made, and in this way an attempt be 
made to influence them, and so secure the 
nomination of better and more suitable candi- 
dates than are customarily presented. This, 
In his opinion, would be the most proper 
tourse to pursue. 

Prof. Theodore W. Dwight, of Columbia 
College, who has assisted in the initiative steps 
Im this movement, informed a TIMES reporter 
that he was compelled to leave the meeting on 
Thursday afternoon before its conclusion. He 
ls strongly in favor of the proposed indepen- 
dent movement so far as it affects Municipal 
affairs and the representation of the City in 
the Legislature, holding that New-York has 
been misrepresented long enough. 

Mr. Benjamin B. Sherman, one of the sign- 
ers of the call, said last evening: ‘It is well 
known that many of the legislators who are 
annually elected to the Legislature are unfit 
for that position, either morally or intellec- 
tually. Many of the abuses in the State and 
City Governments can be directly traced to the 
neglect of the legislators to do their duty, to 

erform which they had been elected and 

ad promised their constituents to fulfill. Espe- 
tially was this the case in New-York City, and 
this political trickery has lowered us in the 
esteem of the country members, so that when- 
ever New-York wants anything from the Legis- 
lature the country members immediately sus- 
pect that some polities! trickery and corruption 
ls the motive actuating the represertatives 
from New-York. This is both mortifying and 
degrading tous, and one of the reasons why 
50 much corruption is practiced is that the 
business men of this City seem to be indiffer- 
ent to politics and will not take the trouble to 
watch the politicians and exert themselves to 
effect areform. Several business men have 
had this subject under consideration for some 
time past, and they eames to the conclusion 
that the only way to effect a permanent re- 
form was for honest citizens of all branches of 
business to enter the political field and see 
that the parties nominated good and ca- 
pable mon for office. And this organization 
has been formed for this purpose. It num- 
bers among its members men who belong to 
both the Republican and Democratic Parties. 
They want toreach the people that assemble 
at the conventions and see if they camnot 
get good men nominated. For if we want 
good legislation we must send geod men, and | 
the object of the meeting of Thursday was 

to devise some method by which this refarm 

can be effected.”’ 

** Have you devised any plan of action for 
this campaign ?’ 

‘* What the members of this organization 
will do is to send communications to the 
venventions of both parties and ask them to 
nominate able and honest men as candidates 
for Legislative and City offices. I cannot tell 
whether we will recommend any particular 
men for nomination,” 

Mr. Sherman went on to say that when the 
two parties completed their respective tickets 
the new organization would select the best mezi 
from both tickets, place them on a separate 
ticket and recommend them to the people. 

If this movement should prove successful the 
organization will very probably become a per- 
manent one. 

My. James M. Brown said he had been re- 
uested to sign the call for the meeting by Mr. 
3eers, Hehad not been able to attend the 

meeting, but was in aceord with the sentiments 
of the other signers. 

Mr. Jackson 8. Schultz, who signed the call 
for the conference, said, last night that he was 
not present at the meeting because of pressing 
business engagements, but that he was familiar 
with the general scope and purposes of the 
movement. He said that 2 committee of 15 was 
to be intrusted with the drafting of a definite 
pr detailed plan of work to be undertaken, 
and he had no doubt that they would be 
active, because the time for action was brief. 
It was the general purpose to nominate can- 
didates for offices—Legislative and Municipal— 
independent of those who were to be nomi- 
nated by the party organizations, in the bolief 
that a better class of camdidates would be 
presented by the citizens than either of the 
** machines” was hkely to put forward. The 
effect of it would be to stimulate the political 
organizations, perhaps, into nominating better 
men than they are in the habit of nominating, 
and between the three sets of candidates the 
people would have a chance of voting 
for some really good and acceptable man. 
He did not know to what extent the confer- 
ence proposed to put forward candidates for 
the Legislative offices, for example, but ho 
would mot be inclined to favor any plan of 
running candidates in all the districts, be- 
cause it would be a waste of time 
and money. It would be much better to 
look clesely over the ground, and to choose 
those districts in which there was either a cer- 
tainty or a fair chance of electing the nomi- 
nees—two or three Senators and perhaps haif 
adozen Assemblymen. The movement was 
In the hands of men who: did not want offices 
theraselves, but who were willing to give some 
of their money, time, and influence to the work, 
and it would probably command the support 
of the citizens’ Commitfee of Twenty-one, 
which made the fight on street-cleaning last 
Spring, the Municipal Society, the Council of 
Reform, and other kindred organizations. 
This reference to the Committee of Twenty- 
one led Mr, Schultz to speak of the 
effect or results of the labors of that 
committee. He said that the committee 
made a great stir last Spring, and they and he 
thought, with the people, atthe time that they 
had done some real good. But, locking over 
the whole field now, when thero had been 
ample time for the new Street-cleaning Com- 
missioner to have shown the results of his 
labors, he thoucht,'and he knew that most, 
or many, of the committee believed, that the 
new régime had been practically a failure. 
There had been some little improvement made 
in the condition of the streets, but it was by 
no means what the people had been led to ex- 
pect and had a right to ask for. In a fewdays 
the Committee of Twenty-one will be calied 
together again to ecnsider this very subject, 
and would probably ge both Mayor Grace 
and Commissioner Jleman the benefit of 
their views and acquaint them with the public 
dissatisfaction, as they seemed not to be aware 
of it. Meanwhile, the citizens’ movement now

ho said last night that he was not to be consid- 
ered as one of the movers in it, but rather 
asamere helper. The meeting, he said, was 
in effect a continuation of the efforts begun 
last Spring to organize for the purpose of se- 
curing a better class of men in public office, 
Legislative as well as Municipal. For many 
years past the reform element in this 
City has been continually confronted at 
Albany by representatives from New-York 
who were hostile to reform. Last session they 
encountered their opposition to the Street- 
cleaning biil, the McCarthy charter, and other 
needed measures, and they began to work 


on it at once, so as to be able to 
get in some less hostile men _ this 
year. The prolonged Senatorial contest and 


the shooting of President Garfield served to 
distract attention from the movement, and 
finally midsummer came in and the mem- 
bers who had joined in the movement 
went away for their vacations. Now 
they were at home again, and it was intended 
to make a strong effort to accomplish some- 
thing, even if the time was short. Expe- 
rienca had shown that in the Legislature 
by some sort of ‘‘courtesy,’”? as it has 
been called, it is impossible to get the 
general hody to oppose a bill which is favored 
by the delegation from the city or county to 
which it belongs or which it affects, 
and that it is likewise impossible to 
get them to favor a bill which the local 
delegation opposes. This idea has become a 
sort of law in both houses. The present 
movement of citizens contemplated the break- 
ing down, if possible, of this pet fancy of the 
political legislators and the doing away with 
this obstructive ‘‘courtesy.” No attempt 
would be made to run a_ full dele- 
gation of Assembly and Senate candidates, 
but they would probably try to elect inde- 
pendent Senators in the Seventh, Eighth, 
Tenth, and Eleventh Districts, where the Re- 
publican and reform vote was strong. 
They intended to be perfectly non-par- 
tisan, and would nominate a Democrat 
or Republican, provided they were satisfied 
that the candidate could be elected and 
would zealously endeavor to carry out 
the reform views of the people, independ- 
ent of caucuses or party cabals. If 
but a single candidate out of a dozen 
were elected, and he were an able, man, it 
would be a great gain tohave such a represent- 
ative in Albany. There wereafew districts 
in the City, some of which were represented 
by Democrats last Winter, in which the 
committee would support the same men 
if they are renominated this year, because they 
were, if not altogether satisfactory in their 
course at the last session, a great deal more 
honest and more fully representative of the 
ublic needs and wishes than were other mem- 
ers from whom much more was expected.

FRENCH GUESTS AT WEST POINT.

A JOURNEY UP THE HUDSON—THE 
TALITIES OF THE POST. 

At 9:30 o’clock yesterday morning the mem- 
bers of the French delegation, with the State Re- 
ception Committee and a number of invited guests, 
left the Fifth-Avenue Hotel to begin their journey 
to West Point. Early inthe morning the Lafayette 
Guards, 60in number, under command of Capt. 
Weill, arrived and were stationed before the en- 
trance to the hotel. This corps acted as an escort 
to the travelers, who embarked in carriages and 
proceeded to the foot, of West Twenty- 
third-street, whence they were transported 
to the ships-of-war Kearsarge and Vandalia. 
The naval delegates were received by Admiral 
Wyman on the deck of the Vandalia, while the 
military guests were assigned to the Kearsarge, 
where they were received by Gen. Hancock. 
Among those who accompanied the strangers were 
Gen. Barlow, Mr. J. F. Ruggles, ex-Surveyor Sharpe, 
and Mr. Thomas C. Acton. A number of ladles 
were of the party, on the invitation of the ladies of 
the delegation, among whom were Mrs. William 
Jay, Mrs. William B. Rice, Miss Moore, Mrs. Howard 


Crosby, Mrs. Lazarus, Mrs. Henry Van Rensselaer, 
Mrs. John Taylor Johnston, and Miss Stewart. A 
salute of 13 guns was fired from the Tennessee as 
the ships swung from their moorings. Breakfast 
was provided for the guests on each vessel. 
POUGHEEEPSIn, N. Y., Oct. 7.—The French 
visitors arrived at West Point this afternoon in the 
war vessels Vandaliaand Kearsarge, the entire par- 
ty, including the ladies, numbering over 150, The vis- 
iters were attended by representatives of the Fed- 
erai, New-York State, and New-York City Govern- 
ments, and by officers of the United States Army 
aud Navy. Among the escort were Gon. Hancock, 
Assistant Secretary of State Walter Blaine, soa of 
James G. Blaine: George H. Sharpe, Col. Barmore, 
and Gen. Barnes, of Goy. Cornell's ataff. The 
French tri-color and the Stars and Stripes floated 
together from tae West Point staff. The two war 
steamers were anchored in the stream, and the 
visitors were taken ashore in small boats, 
belng met at the wharf by Gen. Howard 
and an escort of cavalry under Capt. Godfrey. 
The guests were soon seated in carriages and the 
ascent to the plain was commenced. As they 
passed the library a salute of 17 guns was fired from 
Battery Knox for Gen. Hancock; as they passed 
the Cadet Barracks a marching salute was tendered 
by the corps of Cadets, and the French visitors un- 
covered and bowed. Afterward the visitors were 
given a review and dreas-parads by the corps. The 
reviewing party was headed by Gen. Hancock and 
arepresentative of the Lafayette family. Aftor 
the parade the Cadet officers were introduced to 
most of the party, ail the military and academio 
officers of the post were assembled at Gen. How- 
ard’s residence, in full uniform, with all the lead- 
ing ladiesofthe post, and some time was con- 
sumed in genera! introductions, The Kearsarge and 
Vandalia returned to New-York during the 
afternoon, and Gen. Hancock and others 
returned to the City by tho evening train. 
The French visitors were dined at Cranston’s Ho- 
tel to-night, and after the banquet there was a re- 
ception under the auspices of the New-York state 
Commission, to which all the officers of West Point 
were invited, the West Point band furnishing the 
musie. The reception was a brilliant affair, and 
was greatly enjoyed by the visitors. At 8 o’clock 
to-morrow morning the French visitors will take 
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a special train from Garrison’s -to visit Niagara 
Falls. There were not many people at West Point 


on the arrival of the visitors. 
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THE CIGAR-PACKERS’ STRIKE. 
-- 
AN EFFORT TO MAKE A TEST CASE OF THE 


STORE OF DAVID BEIR. 

The store of David Beir & Co., cigar man- 
ufacturers, at Nos. 96 and 98 Reade-street, is still 
picketed by members of the Cigar-packers’ Union, 
and the workmen who have taken the places of the 
packers who left last Saturday are still protected 
by the Leonard-street Police on their wey home at 
night. Mr. David Beir, the head of the firm, said 
to a Times reporter yesterday afternoon: ‘ This 
so-called strike is.not a strike in any sense. The 
union men in my store, after getting their money 
on Saturday last, told me that they were going to 
leave, and they did leave. They made no demand 
for higher wages at all. They had simply made up 
their minds to make a test casein this shop ard 
try to run out all the non-union men. On Monday 
a committee of the men who had left came to me 


and said that they had a counsel outside who 
wantedtosee me. [told them that I had no busi- 
ness to transaet with any counsel. At that time I 
knew of no strike, as no demands had been 
made on me by the men for higher wages 
or for anything else, I have always paid 
my men the highest wages. and one of those 
who left last Saturday made inithisgshop from $27 
to $30 a week, which I think is pretty good fora 
working man. On Wednesday the Executive 
Council of the Cigar-packers’ Union called on me 
and I hada conference with them. They said that 
the object of the menin leaving me was to make 
this a union shop. I asked them if making it a 
union shop would affect the price of labor, telling 
them at the same time that I was paying as much 
for work as any of my competitors. The answer 
was that wages were a secondary consideration. 
The main object, they said, was te make my shop a 
union shop, and thus make atest case. ‘They de- 
manded that Lshonld discharge all the non-union 
morinmyemploy. I told them that I must have 
some time to consider their proposition, and asked 
them to come again on Thursday. It is reported 
in some of the papers that I refused to meet them 
yesterday after making the appointment with 
them. This is false. 1 did meet them yesterday 
and I told them that we had come to the 
conclusion to run our shop to suit  our- 
selves, and that good packers, uniqgn and non- 
union, would be received in this shop on the 
same footing. This did not suit the Executive 
Council, and they informed me that they would de- 
clare this a ‘strike’ shop, and that in a very few 
days I would find it expedient to yield to their de- 
mands. They carried out their threats by placing 
pickets in the street to argue with packers seeking 
work, and endeavored to dissuade them from en- 
gaging with us. I met this movement vd securing 
Police protection for my men, The picket guard 
is still suatained by the union men, but my benches 
are ali full, and when the men stop work at night 
they are escoried home by policemen. The union 
has tried to make a test case in our shop, and we 
have beaten them. ifthey had succeeded with us 
the firms engaged in cigar-packing would have 
been subjected to a tyranny which would have 
broken the back of the business.”’

Lonpon, Sept. 22.—It would be mere re- 
petition of cable news to give you details of the 
public manifestations of the national sorrow. 
The royal messages have gone out to you and 
also extracts from the journals. As dur- 
ing the early days of the catastrophe, 20 
at the close the Standard contains the fullest 
and best intelligence. The Daily News stands 
next. Where so much sympathy and political 
knowledge and literary skill are shown 1n the 
general newspaper editorials on the subject, it 
may appear invidious to say that the Times is 
ahead of its contemporaries in its dignified 
and large grasp of the subject; but so it is. 
On all hands an earnest hope is expressed 
that Gen, Arthur will not only realize 
the tremendous responsibility that has fallen 
upon him, but will, in his Administration, in- 
terpret the true sentiments of the people and 
emulate the high political aspirations of his 
predecessor. The French and German news- 
papers vie with the English in their tributes to 
the manly courage and genuine patriotism of 
Gen. Garfield, and, without exaggeration, it 
may be truly said that Europe stands side by 
side with the American Nation and lays its 
tribute of heartfelt sorrow on the bier. 
Minister Lowell’s official residenee has been 
besieged with callers, though there are 
hundreds and thousands of English people 
who do not demonstrate their grief by plac- 
ing their signatures in visitors’ books. It is 
in the general expression of sorrow that travels 
from lip to lip and is seen in the subdued man- 
ner of speaking of the American trouble 
that you see how deep and fervent is the grief 
England feels. The Queen has ordered Court 
mourning for a week, but yesterday you could 
not fail to notice in the streets that crape was 
already unusually conspicious in both male 
and female toilets. Tuesday was a particu- 
larly bright day in London. People who live 
in the suburbs or on the borders of the great 
parks looked out of their windows in the 
morning regretting that the fine weather had 
not come earlier in the Autumn, but stirred 
with a lively gratitude that it had come at 
last. Yet going down to breakfast and taking 
up their papers, they are confronted with the 
cable news that President Garfield is dy- 
ing. One of the journals had _ stopped 
its regular edition to drop in the sad se- 
quel to its other dispatches from Washington. 
A vague sense of the incompatibility of the or- 
dinary appearance of things with that heart- 
breaking line in the paper, ‘‘Gen. Garfield 
died last evening,”’ struck me on Tuesday as I 
made my way through the West End streets 
to the city. Presently, however, I met news- 
boys rushing to and fro with early editions of 
the evening papers, and in a little while it 
seemed as if everybody had newspapers in 
their hands, and that they stopped to read the 
latest dispatches from Long Branch and New- 
York, Then I seemed to trace in passing faces 
an expression of sorrow. At Charing Cross 
I saw the American flag haif-mast high on a 
church. The American Exchange had hung 
its banner with crape. In the reading-room 
men and women were speaking in low tones 
of the President’s last hours. ‘Don’t let me 
sink” touched them inexpressibly as showing 
the hero’s desire to liveand complete his work. 
And now it seemed to me fora moment as if 
the great city was really touched, as if it 
might be credited with a certain sympathy 
with the silence that reigned in Francklyn 
cottage, 3,000 miles away, by the shores of the 
Atlentic. That which is, after all, the great 
city$the multitude, the populace, the human 
toilers, they stopped to pay the tribute of 
a sigh for the loving wife and the great 
nation which is akin to this other great nation 
in' blood and speech, in noble deeds and in sac- 
rifices for freedom. JI went into a leading 
newspaper office, and there found not the mere 
moving spirit of news collecting and editorial 
policy, but earnest expressions of sorrow and 
indignation, I learned that the Queen and 
other members of the royal family had tele- 

raphed expressions of sorrow and condolence, 
“hence [ wended my way into tho city, and in 
the shadow of the Stock Exchange | came in 
contact with a palpable troublo, the expression 
of a general grief. City and suburb, palace 
and cottage, counting-house and bar-room, 
everywhere the heavy tidings from Long 
Branch gave an unwonted tone of quiet to the 
conversation and business of the time, while 
the placards of the evening papers contained 
but one item, ‘‘ Death of the President,” and 
the street vendors of the journals chanted 
‘* Death of President Garfield” in a moncto- 
nous kind of way until it sounded like a dirge 
breaking in upon the mighty traffic of the 
streets. 

But, of another subject that to-day deeply 
concerns England, is it the first mijsts of Au- 
tumn falling upon parkand squaré that con- 
vey a tinge of melancholy to the current tone 
of public opinion? Is it that tho first dead 
leaves of the year, muffling’ the tread, as you 
take yourearly suburban walk to the cars for 
the city, flavor with their odor of decay the 
general aspectof things? Oris England really 
going to the dogs? The long rows of newly 
builé houses that attract your attention on 
every hand say ‘‘No.” The magnificent 
homes that rear their aggressive chimney- 
stacks to the sky say ‘‘No.” Alltho more do 
they say ‘‘No” on account of their closed 
blinds and shutters, for you know by that 
same token the rich oceupiers are gone to their 
country estates or are visiting distant climes. 
When you leave the cars to go to your office 
in the city, the activity of architect and 
builder, the newly laid roads, the electric 
lamps, the thoroughfares crowded with mer- 
chandise coming from distant lands or going 
thither, all these things say ‘‘ No” to the ques- 
tions of Engiland’s decline. But read the pa- 
pers and take part in the general conversation 
of the cars, the omnibus, the bar, tbe club, 
the office. If the result of the popular ver- 
dict thus obtained is worth anything it is all 
over with us, we are goin to the dogs, and 
the fall of the leaf and the first mists of Au- 
tumn have nothing whatever to do with the 
gloomy aspect which public affairs assume 
through certain journalistic spectacles and 
over glasses that cheer, if occasionally they 
inebriate also. ‘‘ My dear Sir,” said a public 
man yesterday in Fleet-street, *‘it is no good 
worrying about it, we are doomed. England 
is bound to be licked in the end; it is in the 
nature of things, don’t you know: Rome, Car- 
thage, Venice, &c. A John Bright more or 
less, free trade or protection; it will all come 
to the same thing, leading up to the New- 
Zealauder on London Bridge,’’ 

There was such a Mark Tapleyish flavor in 
Mr. Cityman’s easy philosophy that I think it 
fascinated me, I accepted his invitation to 
dine with him. ‘‘Not a soul here but our- 
selves,’ he said, as he received me in the 
strangers’ dining-room of a well-known club;

‘Yes, Ithink I will, Are there many lead- 
ing men who hold your views?” ‘I don’t 
know. The Ministry is a free trade Ministry. 
Lord Beaconsfield snubbed the protectionists, 
Lord Salisbury, in spite of Durham and Lin- 
coln, dare not encourage the so-called fair 
traders. The Standard sneers at them; the 
Times does not help them through it, has no 
sympathy with the coarse abuse of Bright; 
the Daily News is a freo trader, tooth and 
nail; sois Gambetta in France; s0 are some 
of. your great American Republicans; so are 
several of your leading journals. England has 
flourished under free trade, but she can no 
longer grow corn in competition with America, 
and her home trade is not sufficient to keep all 
her great factories going. She has overdone 
herself with machinery; all the world, and es- 
pecially America, can stand shoulder to 
shoulder with her in the industrial arts; we 
have played our game out; itis ended ; fair trade 
is only the last cry of despair.” ‘‘ Your idea, 
then, is to eat, drink, and be merry, for to-mor- 
row we die?’ ‘*Commercially, yes,’’ said my 
host. We finally parted over a ‘‘split soda 
and brandy,” and I walked thoughtfully home- 
ward. Idonot present my club friend as a 
representative free trader by any means; but 
he may be taken asatype of a not uninfiuen- 
tial elass of men who lose no opportunity of 
advancing their fortunes, and who really be- 
lieve that England has not only seen ber best 
days, but is going rapidly down the com- 
mercial hill, A journalist of experience and a 
matter-of-fact one, of sober habits, spoke to 
me only a few days ago of the certain failure 
of both agriculturist and manufacturer to 
hold their own against the genoral ecompeti- 
tion, and he laughed at the idea that a return 
to protection could help them. Fun, in a 
comic cartoon, put what the free traders call 
their case. Britannia says to France some- 
thing to this effect: ‘‘ Very well, then, if you 
choose to make your people pay an extra price 
for my goods, I am not going to increase the 
cost of yours to my people.”’ 

In the midst of the noise about fair trade, 
the French treaty, and the Parnell conspiracy 
against the Land act, the recent Dantzic meet- 
ing is not receiving the attention it deserves. 
The old bogy, ‘the triple alliance,” is once 
more a reality. How long it will hang to- 
gether isa question of triple interests. Aus- 
tria has been dragooned into the combination 
to be consoled no doubt by the promise of a 

rood share cf the profits of the partnership. 

ismarck’s hand being largely in tho business, 
it is not difficult to see that the alliance is par- 
ticularly unfavorable to France. ‘‘ Yhe fight 
or disarm’ isa pet idea in Germany, while 
some of the leading European journals, Lon- 
don’s included, have been pointing out that 
the Dantzic meeting was a mere friendly in- 
terview and had no _ political  signifi- 
cance. Gen. Sabouroff, the Russian Am- 
bassador, has been sent to  Peris 
and London with remarkable proposals 
of joint action against Socialism, political con- 
spiracies, &c. Republican France can have 
nothing to say to this kind of thing, and its 
refusal, coupled with its previous affront to 
Russia on similar lines, will scatter to the 
winds the last remnant of-tne hope of an alli- 
ance with Russia in case of another war with 
Germany. England will only be asked fora 
small concession in the way of the extradition 
of political offenders. ‘The Fenian action 
against England fromm America, Bismarck no 
doubt thinks, may possibly influence the Glad- 
stone Government, more particularly in pres. 
ence of London’s representations to Washing- 
ton. It will not. The latest dispatches from 
Paris indicate that French diplomatists 
see in the triple alliance not so much 
actual danger to France as a plot to finish 
the dismemberment of the ‘urkish Empire. 
Both Germany and Russia know that Mr. 
Gladstone has no ‘‘ bowels of compassion’ for 
the Turks, and Russian diplomats have every 
reason to believe that England would notagain 
go to war for the sick man, Bismarck is 
shrewd enough to see that France and Eng- 
land are going to have serious trouble with 
Egypt. His Government has already inti- 
mated that it would not favor the interven- 
tion of the Sultan in the land of the Pharaohs. 
England is jealous of Francein Egypt. France 
is jealous of England, Out of Egypt may 
come the next revival of the Kastern question. 
Over Egypt is rising ‘‘the cloud no bigger 
than a man’s hand” which may carry the 
lightnings and thunders of the next great war.

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CRIME IN MANY SHAPES 


ROBBERS AND SWINDLERS AT WORK 
IN BUFFALO. 
A JEWELER’S BAD LUCK—LOSING DIAMONDS 
BY A FALSE FRIEND AND WATCHES BY 
‘ AN ADROIT THIEF — AN OLD GAME 
PLAYED UPON A WAITING TRAVELER AT 
THE DEPOT. 


BuFFALO, Oct. 7.—The Police have just ob- 
tained information through an indirect source ofa 
skillful and successful robbery practiced on Wil- 
liam C. Lutz, a jeweler,at No.124 East Seneca-street 
last Wednesday noon, by which that gentleman is 
$1,000 poorer. The robbers’ methods of operating 
were very simple. Mr. Lutz has been sick for the 
past week, and has been confined to his room over 
the store. In addition to this trouble one of his 
olerks left him some time ago, and he has been 
short-handed. In consequence of this the charge 


of the store at noon falls to the care of Herman 
Volk and Joseph Nigel. the latter a boy. On 
Wednesday noon, while Nigel was away to dinner, 
Volk remained alone in the store. Now comes the 
perplexing part of the story. Volk doesnot re- 
member much as to what happened at that im- 
portant time. He says the only time he left the 
store was to go to the repairing-room to grind 
down a crystal. This was done fora gentleman 
who purchased the crystal on Tuesday noon. 
When Volk was alone in the store the next day, he 
came in and said the glass would not do and he 
would like to have it ground. Volk went to the 
rear of the store and began work. In doing 
this he could not see anything in the front 
part ‘of the _ store, as a big safe hid 
it from view. When he completed his labors, 
he returned to the counter and handed the watch 
to the customer, who said, ‘‘How much?’ Volk 
said there was no charge, and the customer bowed 
and went out. Nigel returned from dinner at 1:30 
o’clock, and as he walked behind the show-case 
said: ‘‘What has become of the fine watches?’ 
Volk looked up and said, ‘‘Aren’t they there?’ 
On receiving a negative reply Volk said, “I guess 
Mr. Lutz has taken them,” Nothing more was 
said, and at night the goods were locked up in the 
safe by the clerks as usual, as Mr. Lutz was 
in bed. Mr. Lutz opened the safe yesterday 
morning and inquired of Volk where the fine 
watches were. Volk said, ‘* Why, didn’t you take 
them yesterday?” Then followed a scene. Volk 
and Nigel told their stories, and Mr. Lutz believes 
them. On examination it was found that eight or 
nine of the finest gold watches in the store had 
been stolen. These watches were displayed. on 
velvet traysin three rows of six each. The first 
row of one tray and one-half row of another tray 
were missing. The tray could be easily reached 
by standing on one of the stools in the store 
and reaching over the glass case. Mr. Lutz is 
confident he was robbed by the man who 
had the erystal ground. Volk can give 
a faint description of him. says he 
was a well-dressed man of about 45 
years of age, with a grey beard. He recollects 
noticing the brightness of the man’s eyes when he 
first called, and thought to himself that, although 
the man was old, he had a brightness of eye not 
generally possessed by young persons. Mr. Lutz is 
satisfied that the thief was disguised, and that 
Volk was taken in by his fatherly appearance. 
Volk is aGerman. Mr. Lutz believes both Nigel 
and Volk are entirely innocent, and places implicit 
confidence in them. 

Mr. Lutz seems born for bad luck, or with an 
altogether too confiding nature. He was robbed 
of diamonds valued at $1,000 six years ago. A rail- 
road man named Morris became acquainted with 
Lutz, and finally quite intimate withhim. Oneday 
Morris said the boys were going to make a present 
of a diamond pir to their chief. and asked Lutz i 
he had any instock. Lutz said that he had. Examin- 
ing the precious stones, he said he did not, but 
would send to New-York and get $1,000 worth on 
approval, He did so. and Morris called in to look 
at them. While not liking to take the responsi- 
bility of selecting one, he said, in an off-hand way: 
“Why, let me run over tothe depot with them. and 
there the boys can select the one they like best.” 
Lutz agreed, and Morris took out his tobacco-box 
and swept the diamonds intoit. Lutz thought the 
“boys” a long time in selecting a stone, and went 
after Morris. He found that Morris had taken the 
train and the diamonds West with him. He has 
not been heard from since. In regard to the last 
robbery, no clue has been obtained. 

William Carver, a plainly dressed and pleasant- 
spoken old gentleman, arrived at the Exchange- 
street depot this morning from the east on the way 
to his home in Gilead, Mich. Having some time to 
spare he walked about the depot, looking at the 
arriving and departing trains. While thus 4 
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gaged he encountered a young map, bent appar- 
ently upon the same listless endeavor to kill time. 
The stranger said his train would not start for 
several hours, and invited his new acquaint- 
ance to take a walk up town, as he 
had somes business to attend to and might be able 
to please his friend by showing him around. The 
two walked to Lafayette-square and sat down. 
After a few moments’ talk, the young man ex- 
cused himself, saying he had some aceounts to 
settle in the German Insurance Building. He 
soon returned and explained that he would be 
obliged to go down town and get a draft 
cashed, the amount being $40. Incidentally, he 
asked if his friend would have any objection 
to advance that amount and thus enable him to 
pay his account and accompany his friend to the 
depot. Mr. Carver advanced $84 50, all the money 
he had. The stranger took it and burried over to 
the German Insurance Building, promising to re- 
turn atonee. He did not return. It was the old 
yrorn-out dodge played on a new ani fresh victim.

On cross-examination he could not tell 
whether room No. 24 was occupied or not Aug. 

The witness 
said be had had no conversation with Walter 
Malley about his being with girls. All that Wal- 
ter said was that he had heard that wit- 
ness (Neumann) had been talking about him, 
and that if he continued to talk about him he 
would lose his position. The witness testified 
that Walter said: ‘I heard you haye spoken to 
certain parties about such matters.

Katie C. Mains, of Malley's store, testified she 
saw James Mailey, Jr., putting goods on a line be- 
tween her counter and the counter opposite be- 
tween 10 and i2 Thursday, Aug. 4. She saw him 
for five or ten minutes between 3 and 4:30 Friday 
pinning tickets on the same goods. The next 
morning, between 7:45 and 8, she saw him at the 
counter and he bade her good morning. 

Mrs. Caroline Volkenberg, of No, 17 Bradley- 
street, testified that she knew Jennie Cramer and 
saw her Tuesday and Wednesday of the week of 
the tragedy. Tuesday she saw her pass the house 
alone at sunset with a white dress on her arm. 
The next day she saw her pass again with the 
dress. This time it was plaited. Mrs. Volkenbere’s 
vack yard adjoins that of the Cramer family. The 
eourt adjourned to Monday,

FINANCE AND TRADE ABROAD. 





THE STRINGENT MONEY MAREKET—FEATURES 
OF THER WEEK’S COMMERCIAL TRANS- 
ACTIONS, 


LONDON, Oct. 7.—The~ British Board of 
Trade returns for September show a decrease in 
the value of imports of £1,084,102 and an increase 
in the value of exports of £873,216 as compared with 
the same month last year. 

The Zimes says: “Those who shipped gold to 
America by cable yesterday discounted their bills 
at 44 percent. The pressure of loanable capital 
on the open market may possibly depresa the rate 
still further. Unless, therefore, the Bank of Eng- 
land absorbs some of the floating supply, yester- 
day’s rise in its rate of discount will have little 


more practical effect than to increase the difficulty 
of getting gold from the Continent by forcing up 
the value of money there. The Bank of Holland 
has raised its rate of discount one half of 1 per 
cent. Itremainsto be seen whether the Bank of 
France can continue the policy it has pursued 
during the last two years and allowits gold re- 
serve to be further diminished. Any artificial ease 
thus created will probably lead to more serious 
stringency in the end, when the bank will have no | 
choice but to raise its rate.” 

In Mincing-lane the markets remain dull. Spec- 
ulative operations are suspended, Where import- 
ers pressed sales prices further declined. China 
teas were quiet, There was increased competi- 
tion for Indian, which was strong at a rise of | 
l4d. to 1d, on most sorts. Plantation Ceylon 
coffee declined 2s. The statistics are not eal- 
culated to restore confidence. Sugar is unim- 
proved, as the highest estimates of the best sugar 
crop are likely to be realized. Low brown sorts 
sold at a slight reduction. Crystalized Demarara 
was a little weaker, Home deliveries of sugar at 
the four chief ports to the end of September ex- 
ceeded those of the previous season by 45,000 tons. 
In rice there was a good spot business. Spice was 
slow. New pimento sold at a farthing decline. 


LIVERPOOL, Oct. 7,—A leading grain cireu- 
lar says: ‘Grain ruled somewhat quieter, and the 
demand at the various spot markets was hardly so 
active. Prices, however, were well maintained, 
and good qualities sometimes improved. Cargoes 
off coast were in moderate inquiry and were firmly 
held. For arrival they were slightly easier. On 
the spot and in the neighboring markets ‘in wheat 
and corn there was a fair business at unchanged 
prices. At to-day’s market there was a fair attend- 
ance, but a quiet feeling. Wheat was in moderate 
demand, and prices were sometimes 1d. lower. 
Flour was inactive at unchanged rates. In corn, 
American mixed receded 36d. on account of liberal 
supplies and an average request.”’ 

This week's circular of the Liverpool Cotton 
Brokers’ Association says: ‘‘ Cotton waa in good | 
demand, but in consequence of the increased sup- 
ply the market became unsettled and there was a 
marked decline in prices. In American a good 
business was done, but in consequence of a pres- 
sure to sell, medium to better declined 7-16d. to 
9-16d., and good ordinary 1-16d. For Sea Isiand 
the demand was moderate and prices were firm. 
Futures opened dull and easier, except for Sep- 
tember delivery, which closed irregular, with large 
transactions at full rates. A weakness was mani- 
fested on Tuesday, and the market has since de- 
clined, closing depressed. October delivery de- 
clined 7-32d. and other positions }4d.” 

MANCHESTER, Cct. 7.—At the adjourned 
meeting of the Cotton Spinners’ Committee to-day 
it was decided not to pass any resolution relative 
to’ a further stoppage of the mills, as it was gen- 
erally thought that the necessity for doing so had 
passed. 

The Manchester Guardian, in its commercial

OWNERSHIP OF WRANGEL

NOT WITHIN THE BOUNDARIES OF THE DO- 
MINION OF CANADA, 

Toronto, Oct. 7.—The Globe has the fol- 
lowing special from Ottawa: ‘A good deal of in- 
terest has been taken here in the report that Capt. 
Hooper, of the United States ship Corwin, had 
planted the flag of the United States on, and for- 
mally taken possession for that country of, Wran- 
gel Land, inthe Arctic Ocean. Tho act has been 
believed, even in official quarters, to be an inva- 
sion of Canadian territory. A careful investiga- 
tion brings out the following facts: ‘ A joint ad- 
dress of both houses of the Canadian Parliament 


was issued on May 3, 1878, respecting the acquis!- 
tion of the northern part of America by Canada.

It sets out: That to avoid all doubdt in the 
matter it is desirable that an act of Par- 
liament of the United Kisgdon should be 


passed defining the north-easterly, northeriy, 
and north-westerly- boundaries of Canada as 
follows: On the east by the Atlantic Ocean, 
which boundary shall extend toward the north by 
Davis’s Straits, Hafiin’s Bay, Smith’s Straits, and 
Kennedy Channel, including all islands in and ad- 
joint thereto, which belong to Great Britain by 
right of discovery or otherwise: on the north, the 
boundary shall be extended so asto include the 
entire continent to the Arctic Ocean, and allisl- | 
ands in the same westward to the one hun- 
dred and forty-first meridian west of 
Greenwich; and on the north-west, by the 
United States Territory of Alaska: which imperial 
orderin council was passed July 31, 1878.’ The 
following is not so restricted in its scope as the 
joint address. The paragraph respecting the 
boundaries is as follows: ‘From and after the 
ist day of September, 1880, all British posses 
sions in North America, not aiready in- 
eluded within the Dominion of Canada, 
and all islands adjacent to any such 
territories or possessions shall. with the exception 
of the colony of Newfoundland and its depend- 
encies, become and be annexed to the said Domin- 
ion of Canada, and become and be subject to the 
laws for the time being in force in the said Domin- 
ion in so far as such laws may be applicable 
thereto.’ Wrangel Land is situated westward of the 
one hundred and seventy-fiith meridian, and is 
much nearer to Asia than to America, and cannot 
therefors be included inthe Dominion territery 
as defined by either the joint address of Partia- 
ment or the imperial order in council referred to; 
nor has the Dominion Government ever made any 
claim to Wrangel Land, nor taken possession, ex-

THE MUMMIES AT THEBES. 





SOME OF THEM DESCRIBED BY A PERSON 


WHO HAS SEEN THEM. 
From the London Times. 

The following are extracts from a letter just 
received from Mr. Alexander Peake, (dated Cairo, 
Aug. 31,) who holds the office of Inspector of Proy- 
inces in Upper Egypt under the Contréle Générale. 
The description he gives of a personal examina- 
tion of the antiquities tabulated in M. Maspero’s 
memoir will be read with interest: “ All those who 
take an interest in the past life of this country 
have been waiting ‘vith the utmost anxiety the ar- 
rival from Upper Egypt of the proofs of the re- 


sate grand discovery made lately, and which 
err E. Brugsch has gone to bring home to Cairo, 
said to consist of various Kings and Queens who 
have idng been known by name, but have scarcely 
been thought to exist longer in the state in which 
they are well known to have been preserved after 
their death. I should like to describe in detail all 
there istosee. But this must be left to those more 
competent than myself, and trom whom you wili 
get an historical account. A few, however, of the 
Invst important things may be interesting, which 
will give you an idea of the great value of this dis- 
covery. 

“Through the kindness of a friend I had the 
pleasure of visiting the museum, and the most in- 
teresting of many interesting objects, to an ordi- 
nary visitor, are its various and numerous cases 
containing the mummies of ancient Egyptians and 
over 25 royal personages. English people wil! gen- 
erally feel more deeply the value of these discov- 
eries when it is known that among the royal mum- 
mies areto be found the embalmed bodies of the 
King Thothmes III, about B. C. 1600, and King 
Rameses Ll., about B. C. 1330, The former it wag 
who ordered the execution of the obelisk which 
now crnaments the Thames Embankment, and the 
latter who, 270 years later, added his own tities to 
those already inscribed by orderoft his predecessor, 
Thothmes III. It is difficult to realize the fact that 
side by side in the Boulak Museum one can now 
see the actual’ bodies, inclosed in their respective 
cases, of men whoss orders caused the execution 
of the monument so lately the object of sa 
much interest in England, and which, ing 
almost perfect preservation, has survived 
3,000 years. It is curious to note in these 
cases containing the royal mummtes the flowers 
{among the number the now obsolete lotos,) and 
garlands with which it was the custom to encircle 
the neck of the embalmed body after swathing 
with cloth, perfect in form, but, perhaps, not un-« 
naturally faded and dry. It is supposed that these 
royal mummies were removed from their own 
tombs and sarcophagi to prevent their being dese- 
crated by an invader, perhaps Cambyses, and 
Thia 
would seem to be corroborated by the fact that 
Belzoni found and took away to England a sarc 
phagus, but without any mummy, some years ago, 
and thatthe body for which that same sarcophagus 
was made and said to contain at one time is now 
found among the number collected in the Dayr-ek 
Bahari, and now lying at Boulak side by side with 
the supposed father of Rameses II., during whose 
relgn, it is said, Moses was born, (somewhere 
about the sixth year.) 

“One ofthe most magnificent of the mummy 
cases is that containing the body of King Rameses’s 
daughter, (possibly the identical lady who found 
Moses in the cradle among the bulrushes.) which ig 
In a most perfect state of preservation, looking, ag 
it lies in its coffin, just as if it had only a few hours 
previously left the hands of the people whuse 
duty it wasto embaim and swathe it in its cloth. 
The coffin is most beautifully finished and orna- 
tnented with colers and asortof mosaic of pre- 
cious stones. The colorsare as fresh as though 
only done yesterday, Itisto he regretted that 
much of the valuable mosaic has been robbed, 
having been chipped off, evidently with some sharp 
instrument. The crystal eyes have also been re- 
moved, but the breast ornamentations fortunately 
remain perfect and untouched, thus giving one an 
idea of the grandeur of this case before its mutila- 
tion, Ifallthe wives and children of this distin- 
guished monarch were treated in the same fashion 
as this daughter, one may hope to some day find 
other specimens of this grandeur, for he is said to 
have had many wives and 170 children. It was 
during his son’s reign (his suecessor) that. the 
plagues of Egypt occurred and the Exodus of the 
Israelites. 

* Every one will await with impatience tke trans- 
lation of the various papyri, which form anything 
but the least important portion of this diseovery, 
and may possibly prove its most valuable feature, 
as throwing conclusive light upon many points 
which are now much disputed among savants of 
Egyptology. Many alabaster vases were also 
found, which are said to contain the heart, &c., of . 
defunct Kings and Queens, &c. Small statues in 
Many hundreds have also been added to the 
already large stock in the museum, also a most 
curious tent made of pieces of leather of different 
colors sown together, and bearing the cartouche of 
some King, and hieroglyphs embroidered in va- 
Tious colors. It is supposed to have formed a 
canopy over the sarcophagus of some King or 
Queen. Another curious feature in this collection 
from the Dayr-el-Bahari is a number of hair wigs, 
the property of royal personages, who upon occa- 
sions of grand cereniony thus adorned themselves, 
There are many other things of great interest, but 
you will see from the feregoing how valuable and 
grand has been and is thia collection.”

FIRE LOSSES FOR THREE MONTHS. 
Fire Marshal Sheldon yesterday made his ra 
port to the Board of Fire Commissioners for the 


uarter ending Sept. 30, which shows that during 
that period there Were 400 fires, involviny estimated 
losses areounting to $38,778 on buildings, and $184. 
618 on stock. Tke insurances on the burned build- 
ings amounted to $1,198,700, and on the damaged 
stocks $1,435,175. The uninsured losses were, on 
buildings, $993, and on contents, $9,637. During 
the corresponding quarter of 1880 there were 401 
fires; the losses amounted to $827,820, and the in. 
surances were $2,840,000. Ninety-three of the fires 
were traced to the carelessness of occupants, 34 
were caused by foul chimneys, 18 resulted from fire- 
works, 19 from heat from grates and furnaces, and 
0 from the upsetting and explosion of keresene 
amps.

In ‘‘ Divorcons” 
the husband transforms himself into the lover 
of his own wife in order to get rid of a dan- 
gerous suitor; in M. Rosier’s comedy, the hus- 
band, of his own accord, gives freedom to his 
wife by obtaining a divorce, so that she may 
marry some one eise, and, instead of making 
love, works her up to fury by his coldness and 
indifference.

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RUSSIAN ENTERPRISE IN CENTRAL ASIA AND 
ITS POLITICAL MEANING. 
From tie London Times. 

By the completion of the line of railway 
from Krasnovodsk to Kizil Arvat the Russian Goy- 
ernmert have finished the first section of the 
Trans¢aspian Railway, which is intended to bring 
the territory recently conquered from the Tur- 
comans into direct communication with both the 
Caucasus and the interior of Russia. The port of 
Kizil Arvat has long been one of some importance, 
and during the eventful period of the last 10 years 
it has played a considerable part in Russian opera- 
tions in this quarter, and now. as the actual 
terminal point of this railway, itis not likely to 
sink into insignificance, From Krasnovedsk, which, 
after the suggestion of several alternative places, 
seems destined to remain the principal Russian 
harbor on the eastern side of the Caspian, to Kizil 
Arvat, the distance is about 200 miles. The coun- 
try through which the line passes is mostly desert, 
lying between the two Balkan ranges, and com- 
pletely waterless, save at the few spets where 
wells are to be found. Of these, the principal are 
those at Mollah Kari, Tageer, and Kayandjik. Al- 
though the scarcity of water has hitherto consti- 
tuted an obstacle inthe pathof am army or of a 
caravan, itis probable that the Russian engineers 
are right in saying that a sufficient supply can al- 
ways be procured en route for the engines, while 
the naphtha springs of the Caspian provide a cheap 
and easily obtainable fuel. 

It is not to be expected that the Russians will re- 
main long content with Kizil Arvat as the terminus 
of their new line, especially as a brisk trade is like- 
ly to spring up with the Turcomans, and also with 
the towns on the northern borders of Persia. East 
of Kizil Arvat the difficulties of engineering are very 
much less than those that presented themselves 
west of that place, although even these were not 
very formidable, and have now been successfully 
evercome. As Russia has formally annexed the 
region up to Ashkabad, which is about the 
same distance from Kizil Arvat that that 
place is from Krasnovodsk, there will 
probably be no further delay than 
financial considerations may impose in carrying the 
the line to the capital of new transcaspian provy- 
ince. The energy shown in improving their means 
of communication with this new possession is in 
striking contrast with ihe indifference or sluggish- 
ness exhibited by the Russian authorities in other 
parts of Asia. While Tashkend remains more re- 
inote from Moscow than our possessions at the 
antipodes are from London, and while the re- 
sources of Siberia are undeveloped for want of 
railroads and canals, the same six months 
have witnessed the subjection of a brave race 
and the connection of their subdued territory with 
the main lines of communieation in the empire. 'To 
pretend tha: this exceptional energy has not a pe- 
culiar significance would be to disregard facts, nor, 
although we may repeat that there is nothing un- 
reasonable in Russia desiring to bring her latest Cen- 
tral Asian acquisition into direct communication 
with Tiflis or Derbend, can the plain fact be ig- 
nored that the first section in a line of railway 
which myst one day connect Russia with Meshed, 
and possibly with Herat also, has been successfully 
laid down and opened for traffic? It may very 
weil be that at some future period we shall have to 
recognize in this peaceful triamph of human skill 
acircumstance not less pregnant with important 
consequences to the destinies of Asiatic peoples 
and powers than the fallof kingdoms and the de- 
struction of dynasties. 
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BROOK FARM AND ITS FOUNDER.

The announcement that the well-known 
American. Mr. Octavius B. Frothingham, is en- 
gaged upon a life of the late George Ripley, will 
be received with interest by many who are not 
Americans. Mr. Ripley had friends in abundance 
in all parts of the world, but the story of his life 
will have great attractions fora large number of 
readers who had no personal knowledge of the 


kind-hearted and cultured American scholar, and 
who knew him osly asthe founder of the beauti- 
ful, impracticable scheme of Brook Farm, which 
has been immortalized by Hawthorne in his 
“Blithedale Romance."’ Every one knows of the 
dream which a small knot of scholars and students 
dreamed of founding the system of anewer and bet- 
ter social life in Massachusetts wods ard meadows. 
Every one who has read the *Blithedale Romance” 
willremember the loving tenderness with which 
the great novelist dwells upon the brief, bright ex- 
perience of ‘‘our beautiful scheme of a noble and 
unselfish life,’ and thinks how fair in that first 
Summer appeared the prospect that it might en- 
dure for generations, and be perfected as the ages 
rolled away into the system of a people and a 
world. That the Brook Farm Utopia failed was 
hardly the fault of the thinkers and teachers who 
founded it; of Ripley and Hawihorne, and Mar- 
aret Fuller, who, though never an actual mem- 
ers of the community, did so much to help it on. 
In Hawthorne’s words, they “toiled with their 
whole hopeful hearts” to effect the impossible, but 
for their *“*generous effort’ their names are dear 
to us, and none more so than that of the good man 
and true scholar who was their leader.

PRESIDENT ARTHUR'S ADDRESS. 
From the London Spectator, 
Nevertheless, we cannot say we like Presi- 
dent Arthur’s first address, It is strained and arti- 
ficial in tone, and does not refer, except by a dis- 
tant implication, to Gen. Garfield’s distinetive 
policy of abolishing corruption in the distribution 
of patronage. The President promises peace, hard 
money, and economy; but these are words, of

STATEMENT OF HIS MOTIVES IN 
SHOOTING THE PRESIDENT. 

HE CLAIMS THAT HE DID HIS DUTY TO GOD 
AND THE AMERICAN PEOPLE —AN EX- 
POSITION CF THE LAW OF MURDER 


WHICH PROVES THE SANITY OF THE 
ASSASSIN. 


Charles J. Guiteau, the assassin of President 
Garfield, has made a statement tothe Mera/d cor- 
respondent in Washington, in which he gives the 
history of his life from birth until the 2d of July, 
when he shot and killed the President of the Na- 
tion. His story of his life prior to this event is the 
history of a shiftless man who did not deserve suc- 
cess, and for that reason did not seeure it. He 
went into politics in 1880, and at this time the real 
story of the assassination begins: ‘'I was,” he 
says, ‘in New-York from July 1, 1880, until the 5th 
of March, 1881. During this time 1 was around the 
head-quarters of the National Committee, on Fifth- 
avenue, and the Republican State Committee, at 
the Fifth-Averue Hotel. I was in the habit of 
going to those places. During this time I made the 
personal acquaintance of the leading men of the 
Republican Party. I had my speech, entitled 
‘Garfield Against Hancock,’ printed on Aug. 6, 
at the time the Republican conference was held at 
the Fifth-Avenue Hotel. I gave or sent this speech 
to all the leading men at that conference. This was 
my Orst introduction tothem. Afterward as I met 
them I introduced myself and called their atten- 
tion to that spsech. They seemed to be highly 
pleased with it, and that was the beginning of my 
personal acquaintance with them. I sent it to 
Gen. Arthur and Senator Conkling, and Gen. Logan 
and Senator Cameron, and al) that kind of men, I 
wanted to take the stump for Gen. Garfield in 
August, and I wrote Mr. Blaine (in Maine) about it, 
and called Gov. Jewell’s attention to my wish, but 
there was a great pressure on Mr. Blaine from 
their quarters for speakers. Not having a national 
reputation, he did not use mein Maine, Gov. Jew- 
ell was very kind to me personally. Tho disability 
T labored under was this: I had ideas, but I did 
not have a national reputation.” 

Immediately after the Indiana election Gul- 
teau began to think it was time to look around for 
something. He wrote to the President-elect sug- 
gesting that he might be a candidate for the Aus- 
trian mission. Early in March ho went to Wash- 
ington, he says, for the purpose of getting an 
office. He had nothing to doin New-York except 
solicit for some insurance companies. He says: 
**T addressed aletter to President Garfield and to 
Secretary Blaine some time in March, I should gay, 
calling their attention to my services during the 
canvass, and to my early suggestion to Gen. Gar- 
field at Mentor, in Gotober and also in January, 
touching the Austrian mission. I heard nothing 
about the Austrian mission until I noticed in the 
paper that William Walter Phelps, of New-Jersey, 
bad been given the mission, and of course that 
endedit. Ithen sought the Paris Consulship. 

“*T conceived the idea of rcmoving the Presi- 
dent,” Guiteau declares, ‘‘ pending the answer, and 
as far as the Paris Consulship had any intinenee on 
my miad atall it would have deterred me from 
the act, because I expected as a matter of fact 
that Iwouid get the Paris Consulship, After I con- 
ceived the idea of removing the President I did not 
go near Mr. Blaine ornear the President to press 
my applieation. About two or three weeks inter- 
vened from the time that I called at the Presi- 
dent's, when the door-keeper said, ‘Mr. Guiteau, 
the President says that it will be impossible for 
him to see you to-day,’ to the time that I con- 
ceived the idea of removing him, during which 
time [ was waiting patiently for my answer, 
which, as a metter of fact, I have never 
yet received. I had been pressing the Presi- 
dent and Mr, Blaine for an answer, and I thought 
that it would be better for me to keep away from 
them. They had my address and I thoughtif they 
concluded to give me the Paris Consulship they 
would notify me or I should see an announcement 
of the appointment in the paper, and, as I have 
stated, after | conceived the idea of removing the 
President I did not go nearthe President or Mr. 
Blaine. My conception of the idea of removing 
the President was this: Mr. Conkling resigned on 
Monday, May 16, 1881. On the following Wednes- 
day I wasin bed. I think [ retired about8 o’clock. 
I felt depressedand perplexed on account of the 
political situation, and I retired much earlier than 
usual. 1 felt wearied in mind and body, and I was 
in my bed about 9 o'clock, and I was thinking over 
the political situation, and the idea flashed through 
my brain thatif the President was out of the way 
everything would go hetter.”’ 

Guiteau, in his statement, says that he watehed 
for an opportunity to shoot the President from 
May 18 until July 2, when he finally succeeded in 
*xecuting his plans. He was ready at the depot in 
Washington to shoot President Garfield on the day 
when he came to Long Branch with his wife. With 
regard to this day he says: ‘‘I went to the depot 
all prepared to remove him. I had the reyolver 
with me. Ihad all my papers nicely prepared. IT 
spoke to a man about a carriage to take me, as I 
told him, over near the Congressional Cemetery. 
He said that he would take me over for $2, and 
seemed to be a very clever fellow and glad to get 
the job. I gotto the depot about 9 o'clock, and 
waited there until the President's White House 
carriage drove up. About 9:25 the President and 
his carriage and servants and friends came up. He 
got out of his carriage. I stood in the ladies’ room, 
about the middle of the room, watching him. 
Mrs. Garfield got out and they walked through the 
ladies’ room, and the presence of Mrs. Garfield 
deterred me from firing on him. I was all ready; 
my mind was all made up; I had all my papers 
with me; I bad all the arrangements made to 
shoot him and to jump into a carriage and drive 
over to the jail. Mrs. Garfield looked so thin and 
she clung so tenderly to the President's arm that I 
did not have the heart to fire on him. He passed 
right through the ladies’ reception-room, through 
the main entrance, and took the cars. I waiteda 
few moments. I] went outside the depot and 
walked up town toward the Riggs House and Ar- 
lington and the park. [ think that I wentto the 
park, and sat there an hour or two thinking about 
it. and I went to my lunch as usual, and after my 
lunch I went to the library of the Treasury Depart- 
ment and read the papers as usual, and I think I 
staid there until 3 o’clock on Saturday, and then 
I went out. Ido not remember where I went par- 
ticularly; I think | went to the Riggs, the Arling- 
ton, or the park. That was after I left the library.” 

The story of the tragedy is told by Guiteau as 
foilows: 

‘* Having heard on Friday from the papers, and 
aiso by my inquiries of the door-keeper at the 
White House, Friday evening, that the President 
was going to Long Branch Saturday morn- 
ing, 1 resolved to remove him at the depot. 
I took my breakfast at the Riggs MHouse 
about 8 _ o’clock. I ate well and felt 
well in body and mind. I went into Lafayette- 
square and sat there some little time afier break- 
fast, waiting for 9 o’clock to come, and ther [ 
went to the depwtand I goéthere about 9:10. I 
rode there from the park ina * bob-tailed’ car. I 
left the car, walked up to a bootblack, got my 
boots blacked, and inquired for a man named 
John Taylor, whom, two weeks before, I had 
spoken to about taking me out toward the Con- 
gressional Cemetery. They told methat Taylor’s 
carriage was not there, and there were three or 
four hackmen there who Were very anxious to 
serve me, and finaliy I noticed a colored man, and 
Isaid to him, ‘What will you take me out 
to the Congressional Cemetery for? He says, 
‘Well, I will take vou out there for $2.’ 
‘All right, said I, ‘if I want to use you 
I will let you know.’ At that moment these 
other hackmen were pressing me to get my busi- 
ness, andIsaid tothem: ‘Keep quiet; you are too 
fast on this,’ and I told this colored man privately 
that if I wanted his services I would let him know 
ina few minutes. I then went into the depot and 
took my private papers, which I intended for the 
press, (including a revised edition of my book, 
‘Yhe Truth, a Companion to the Bible,’) and 
stepped up to the news-stand and asked the young 
man in chargeif I could leave those papers with 
him a few moments, and he said, * Certainty; 
and he took them and placed them up against the 
wail on top of some other papers. This was about 
9:20, and I went into the ladies’ waiting-room 
and I looked around, saw there were quite 
a good many people there in the depot and 
earriages outside, but I did not see the Prest- 
dent’s carriage. I examined my _ revolver 
to see that it was all right, and took off the paper 
that I had wrapped around it to kéep the moisture 
off. I waited five or six minutes longer, sat down 
on a seat in the ladies’ room, and very soon the 
President drove up. He was in company with a 
gentleman who, I understand, was Mr. Blaine, and 
Iam satisiied that he was Mr. Blaine, aithough [| 
did not recognize him. This gentleman looked very 
old, and he had a peculiar kind of headgear on, 
that I did not recognize as that of Mr. Blaine. I 
arm satisfied that it was Mr. Biaine, now that 
my attention has been apecially celled to it, 
because it was the same gentleman that I 
saw with the President the night before. and 
I know positively that that gentleman was 
Mr. Blaine. ‘The President and this gentleman 
drove up in a plain single-seated carriage with one 
horse; this gentleman, I think, was driving. It 
was a single carriage—a single-scated top buggy. 
The President seemed to be in very earnest and 
private conversation with this gentleman, who evi- 
dently was Mr. Blaine, although at the time I did 
not recognize him as Mr. Blaine. They sat in the 
carriage, I] should say,some two miautes; they 
had notcompleted their conversation whén they 
reached the depot, and during the interview of 
two minutes they finished their conversation. 
During this time they were engaged in very 
earnest and private conversation, as I have said. 
The President got out on the pavement side 
and Mr. Blaine on the other side. They entered 
the ladies’ room; I stood there watching the 
President and they passed by me. Before they 
reached the depot I had been promenading up and 
down the ladies’ room between the ticket oflice 
door and the news-stand door, a space of some 10 
or 12 feet. I walked up and down there I should 
say two or three times working myself up, as I 
kuew the hour was at hand. ‘The President and 
Mr. Blaine came intothe ladies’ room and walked 
right by me. ‘They did not notice me as there 
were quite a number of ladies and childrenin the 
room. 

‘There was quite a large crowd of ticket pur- 
chasers at the gentlemen's ticket office in the ad- 
joining room; the depot seemed to be quite ful] of 
people. There was quite a crowd and commotion 
around, and the President wasinthe act of pass- 
ing from the Jadies’ room tothe main entrance 
through the door. I should say he was about tour 
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or five fect from the door nearest the ticket office, 
in the act of passing through the door to get 
through the depot to the cars. He was about 
three or four feet from the door. I stood five 
or six feet behind him, right in the middle 
of the room, and as he was in the act 
of walking away from me I pulled out the revolver 
and fired. He straightened up and threw his head 
back, and seemed to be perfectly bewildered. He 
did not seem to know what struck him. I looked 
at him; he did not drop; I thereupon pulled again. 
He dropped his head, seemed to reel, and fell over. 
I do not know where the first shot hit; I aimed at 
the hollow of his back; I did not aim for any nar- 
ticular place, but I knew if I got those two bullets 
in his back he would certainly -0. I was in a diag- 
onal direction from the President, to the north- 
west, and supposed both shots struck. 

“*T was in the act of putting my revolver back 
into my pocket when the depot polieernan seized 
me and said, * You shot the President of the United 
States.’ He was terribly excited; he hardly knew 
his head from his feet, and I said, ‘Keep quiet, my 
friend; keep quiet, my friend. I want to go to 
jail.” A moment after the policeman seized me by 
the left arm; clinched me with terrible force. An- 
other gentieman—an older man, I should say, and 
less robust—seized me by the right arm. At this 
moment the ticket agent and a great crowd of 
people rushed around me, and the ticket agent 
said, ‘That’s him; that’s him;’ and he pushed out 
his arm to seize me around the neck, and 
I says, ‘Keep quiet, my friends; I want 
to. go to jail; and the officers, one on each 
side of me, rushed me right off to the Police Head- 
quarters, and the officer who first seized me by the 
hand says: ‘ This man has just shot the President 
of the United States,’ and he was terribly excited. 
And Isaid: ‘ Keep quiet, my friend: keep quiet; I 
have got some papers which will explain the whole 
matter.’ They let go of me and they held my 
hands up—one policeman on one side and one on 
the otber—and they went through me, took away 
my revolver and what littie change I had, my comb, 
and my tootnpick. all my papers, andI gave them 
my letter to the White House, told them that I 
wished they would send that letter to the White 
House at once, and the officer began to read my 
letter to the White;House, and in this envelope con- 
taining my letter to the White House was my 
speech, ‘Garfield against Hancock.’ He glanced 
his eye over the letter and I was telling him about 
sending itat once to the White House to explain 
the matter, and he said: ‘We will put you into the 
White House!’ SoI said nothingaiter that. They 
took me around a little dark place and put me into 
a cell; they locked the door and went off, and I 
did not see any one for10 minutes, and then one or 
two parties came and took alook at me; they were 
policemen and detectives, and said, ‘I don’t know 
ae, don’t know that nian; never saw him be- 

ore.’”’ 

Guiteau reviewed the legal aspect of his case in 
a manner which shows that as a lawyer, at least, 
he is perfectly sane. Ho says: 

“T shot the President without malice or murder- 
ous intent. Ideny any legal liability in this case. 
In order to constitute the crime of murder two 
elements must coexist. First, an actual homicide; 
second, malice—malice in law or malice in fact. 
The law presumes malice from the fact of the homi- 
cide; the degree of malice depends upon the con- 
dition of the man’s mind atthe time of the homi- 
cide. If two men quarrel and one shoots the other 
in heat or passion, the Jaw says that is man- 
slaughter. The remoteness of the shooting from 
the moment of its conception fastens the degree of 
the malice. The further you go from the concep- 
tion to the shooting the greater the malice, be- 
cause the law says thatin shooting a man a few 
hours or a fow days after the conception the mind 
has a chance to coo) and, therefore, the act is de- 
liberate, Malice in fact depends upon the circum- 
stances attending the homicide. Malice in law is 
liquidated in this case by the facts and circum- 
stances, as set fourth in these pagos, attending the 
removal of the President. I had none but the best 
of feelings, personally, toward the President; I al 
ways thought of him and spoke of him as Gen 
Garfield. 

‘TI never had the slightest idea of removing Mr. 
Blaine or any momber of the Administration. My 
only object was to remove Mr. Garfield in his 
official capacity as President of the United States 
to unite the Republican Party and to save the Re- 
oublic from going into the control of the rebels and 

Jemocrats. This was the sole idea that induced 
me to remove the President. I appreciate all the 
religion and sentiment and honor connected with 
the removal; no one can surpass me in this, but [ 
put away all sentiment and did my duty to God 
and to the American people.”

BOOKS IN RUSSIA, 
PE es 
EXTRAORDINARY GROWTH OF THE ST. PE- 


TERSBURG LIBRARY SINCE ITS OPENING. 


From the London Atheneum, 

The librarians having just held their annual 
conference, it may be in season to mention, as 
showing how the multiplication of books in recent 
years has exceeded previous calculations, that in 
the Imperial Public Library at St. Petersburg the 
fresh acquisitions are already beginning to outrun 
the space provided for them by the last extension 
of the library. Some 10 years ago Dr. Minzlof, 
Chief Librarian, estimated the total number of 


vyoiumes in the collection as near a million. Of 
the fabric he wrote at the samo time ‘dass 
ihr in rdumlicher Beziehung wenigstens fiir 
lange zeit nichts zu wiinschen tibrig bleibt.” 
Since that time, however, large and rapid 
additions have been spiritedly made, and it now 
appears that in scarcely any of the saloons is there 
room for the arrangement of new acquisitions, and 
in two or three years’ time there will be absolutely 
no space to receive further additions. The author- 
ities of the establishment are accordingly much ex- 
ercised upon the question of enlarging their prem- 
ises, and itis expected that some measure in this 
direction will shortly be adopted. The sum de- 
voted to the purchase of manuscripts and foreign 
books and the expenses of carriage from abroad nas 
in recent years been on the increase, and not long 
ago exceeded 20,000 rubles. 

The library takes the lead of many others in ac- 
cessibility and accommodation. The reading-room 
is spacious, and {s open in Winter till 9 o’clock. It 
is lignted with gas, each table having two low 
standard lamps with large shades. To insure the 
rest of the library from the chances of fire, the 
reading-room is isolated by means of iron parti- 
tions, The catalogue of foreign works relating to 
Russia ‘has been published some years, but 
there is as yet no general catalogue at the disposal 
of readers. A class catalogue, with numerous sub- 
divisions, has, however, been for some time in 
preparation in the working rooms, and promises to 
be extremely serviceable. 

The Imperial Public Library, which was opened 
to the public in 1814, has grown so rapidly that it is 
now inferior to few of the great national libraries 
of Europe in the number and worth, the rarity and 
antiquity, of its treasures. Several of Russia’s lite- 
rary celebritles have worked as librarians within 
its walls at one time or other of their lives. It is 
one of the show places of St. Petersburg, with its 
spacious saloons and polished floors, its room tull 
of portraits of Peter the Great, and above all its 
magnificent display of manuscripts, rich alike in 
artistic, histerical, and paleographical interest. 
Remarkable among these are the Ostromir Gos- 
pels, dated 1056-7, the earliest written monument 
of the Slavonic peoples, and the fine specimens 
of Slavonic illumination scarcely to be seen out 
of St. Petersburg or Moscow, as well as the very 
ancient Hebrew rolis, and, of coarse, the celebrated 
Codex Sinaiticus. Among the special collections 
is Voltaire’s own library, which usually proves a 
great attraetion to visitors. Very many of its vol- 
umes bear their former owner’s manuseript notes 
and marginal jottings. A peripatetic lecture upon 
the library, its contents and associations, is given 
twice a week, (once on Sundays,) which usually 
secures &@ much interested group of listeners, and 
suggests the thought that perhaps the plan might 
be followed with benefit to the public elsewhere.

Politi- 
cal, ambition is undoubtedly part and 
‘parcel of Mr. TILDEN’s organism, and till 
soul.and body have-parted company he will 
rontimue to. be a force in politics. Too 
many men ‘ have identified themselves 
‘with his fortunes to permit him to take 
his hands off the springs of party action, 
and‘he has too confirmed a belief in his own

It turns out that Wrangel Land, whom- 
ever it may belong to, does not belong 
to the Dominion of Canada, and that the 
prompt protest of the Canadian press against 
American possession being taken is prema- 
ture.

possible that the imperial Government will 
attempt to prove property and keep it. But, 
on the American side, it is asserted that no 
formal flag-hoisting and gun-firing was ever 
performed on Wrangel Land, otherwise 
‘** New-Columbia,’”’ as indicating possessory 
rights. Meanwhile, we will possess our souls 
in patience, secure in the belief that this 
extension of our beloved and productive 
Alaska will never be a bone of contention 
among the nations. 


There is a refreshing frankness and firm- 
ness of touch about Mr. GLADSTONE’s meth- 
od of setting forth the political problems 
with which his Government has to deal 
which would. alone stamp him as 
one of the greatest statesmen that 
his country has produced. Old as_ he 
is, Mr. GLApDsToNE’s mind has not ceased 
to be receptive of new impressions, and his 
speeches at Leeds, summarized by cable, 
show how clearly he apprehends the neces- 
sity of a progressive and bold Liberal 
policy. He admits that the Irish Land act 
was but the first installment of justice to the 
tenant farmers of the United Kingdom, and 
that, different as may be the conditions of the 
land problem in England and Scotland, it 
is a problem not at all confined to the sister 
island. The robust common sense with 
which he disposes of the disingenuous twad- 
dle of the fair traders is as noticeable as 
the contempt with which he regards the 
“literature of assassination’’ which a reck- 
less and venal clique of Irishmen have de- 
veloped on this soil. He clearly perceives 
that ‘‘ Americans scorn, spurn, and loathe 
it;’”? he might have added that only a small 
proportion of them are aware of its 
existence. Whatever misconceptions Mr. 
GLADSTONE may once have had about the 
force of the public opinion of the United 
States, he is evidently in no danger of se- 
riously mistaking it now. 





A CITIZENS’ MOVEMENT. 


A number of citizens of New-York of 
more or less prominence appear to have been 
consulting together in regard to ‘‘the prac- 
ticability of a special attempt’’ to secure 
‘the election of proper representatives from 
this City to the next Legislature, and of 
City officers, to be voted for at the approach- 
ing election.”” This is the rather clumsy 
language of the invitation calling them to- 
gether, to which is appended the names of a 
dozen well-known gentlemen of the City. 
It seems to us that there can be no doubt 
either of the practicability or of the desira- 
bility of such a ‘‘special attempt,’’ but its 
success will depend very largely on the skill 
and good sense of those who undertake to 
direct it. They need to be men of practical 
judgment and broad views, whose action 
shall be guided by a genuine public spirit, and 
wholly unaffected by factional feelings or 
purposes. In the first place, their move- 
ment should be conceived and carried on 
in the light of day. There should be no 
hugger-mugger about it and no suspicion of 
bargaining or intriguing with factions. The 
gentlemen who took part in the preliminary 
consultation adopted a resolution providing 
for the appointment of a committee of fif- 
teen to prepare a plan of action. Much will 
depend on the composition of this committee 
and its method of going to work. 

There could be no more favorable time 
than the present foran independent citizens’ 
movement for the purpose announced. 
There is scarcely anything to stir party con- 
victions or excite party feeling in the pend- 
ing canvass, and it will be unusually easy 
to sever political action with reference 
to local interests from that which 
has a more vital connection with the fortunes 
of parties, There is, in fact, no reason why 
intelligent citizens should be controlled in 
their choice of representatives in the Legis- 
lature or in the City Government by party 
considerations. The City of New-York in- 
cludes six Senatorial districts and part of a 
seventh. Of the seven Senators represent- 
ing it in the last Legisiature, four were Re- 
publicans some of them being assisted in 
their election by independent voters, and 
three Democrats. It contains twenty-four As- 
sembly districts, and chose last year eighteen 
Democrats and six Republicans to represent 
it in the lower branch of the Legislature. 
Very few of these representatives were of 
any credit to the City or to the parties to 
which they severally belong. The action of 
the Legislature which has any legitimate 
party character is very restricted, and most 
of its work would be all the better 
for being entirely free from party 
influence. What New-York City needs 
in the Legislature at Albany is 
a body of representatives of intelligence and 
character, who understand the needs of the 
City and of the State and will act in the 
public interest every time. Whether they 
are Republicans or Democrats is a matter of 
minor importance; but as citizens will always 
prefer to vote for men whose political prin- 
ciples are the same as their own, and as there 
is always a possibility that some action 
of a political cast may be called for in the 
Legislature, party preferences cannot be 
wholly ignored in attempting to influence 
the election of representatives. The best 
service a committee of citizens can perform 
in this connection is to secure, if possible, 
the nomination of good men by both par- 
ties, to give its support to the good candi- 
date where one is objectionable, and to put a 
good one in nomination where both are un- 
satisfactory. If the committee carries the 
influence which it may lave, if properly 
constituted and animated by the right spirit, 
its indorsement of a nomination will be ac- 
cepted with the utmost confidence. 

So far as nominations for local offices are 
concerned, there is absolutely no reason 
why they should be controlled by party 
considerations. The character of most of 
the Aldermen chosen as party men is a dis- 
grace to the City, and they employ their 
functions as representatives of factions chief- 
ly to dicker over the division of offices and 
patronage. It is time the citizens of New- 
York exerted themselves to elect a Board of 
Aldermen worthy of the Metropolitan stand- 
ing of the City. It is not at all likely that 
either or any of the local machines will put 
up candidates of the quality that self-re- 
specting citizens will take pleasure in voting 
for. If in any case they do, such candi- 
dates may be accepted, but there should be 
a full ticket for Aldermen containing names 
approved by a competent committee of citi- 
zens. They should be selected without the 
least regard for their political affiliations, 
if _men of integrity and public anirit, 
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can be found who will consent to serve. 
There are plenty of men of the right quality 
who ought to be willing to give the neces- 
sary time and attention to the public affairs 
of the City. There should be in nomination 
before the day of election for every local 
office—representgtive, judicial, or adminis- 
trative—a candidate having the approval of 
& citizens’ committee whose indorsement 
would command the confidence of all classes 
of voters. 


There is just one thing needed to give 
vigor to a citizens’ movement and to carry 
it through to a successful accomplishment of 
its purpose in securing the election of 
‘* proper representatives from this City to 
the next Legislature and of City  offi- 
cers.’”? That essential thing is the hearty 
interest and co-operation of the business 
men of the City. All men of weight and 
influence in New-York may be said to be in 
some sense ‘‘ business men,’’ and this class 
is stronger than the politicians and all their 
machines, stronger than the ignorance and 
depravity that makes so many votes mer- 
chantable, if only they will exert 
their strength, They might do _ it 
at a slight sacrifice of their ease 
and comfort, and it would result in ad- 
vantages to the City in which they would 
have the chief share. The American Me- 
tropolis will be redeemed from the disgrace 
which attaches to its politics and its civic 
administration when its business men ac- 
quire rublic spirit and are willing to per- 
form all the duties that belong to citizens, 
and not before. 


MR. KIRK W OOD’ 8 3 DEPARTMENT. 


Whatever the fate of Mr. Krrxwoop as 
the head of the Interior Department, he can 
point with satisfaction to the brief record 
of a straightforward, common sense, and 
successful administration of the most im- 
portant branch of the business committed 
to his charge. In this respect, so far as now 
appears, ‘‘the past at least is secure.’? The 
wisdom of the personal changes in the Pen- 
sion Bureau has been a subject of bitter dis- 
cussion, and still awaits the decision. of 
events—in any case, Mr. KrrKwoop was 
only indirectly concerned with them, The 
Land Office and other subdivisions in his 
department had little save routine work 
in the Spring months. But the Indian 
Office, which, as usual, was suddenly called 
upon to act promptly in most important 
matters, has been administered with a degree 
of success all the more gratifying from its 
rareness in this branch of the Government. 
Almost all of Mr. Krrxwoop’s predecessors 
seem to have had some cherished general 
theory on the subject of Indian manage- 
ment which made it the worse for conflicting 
facts; but Secretary KirKwoop’s plan, if it 
may be called such, has apparently been 
that of a quiet decision of each point on its 
individual merits, without regard to any 
preconceived ideas. In former years the 
complaint against the Indian Office was that 
it leaned too much to the Indian’s side; but 
that was a good fault, since, if this office 
could not protect his interests, he had no- 
where else in the Government to look. Of 
late years the leaning has been the other 
way, the Indian Office oftener siding with 
the white squatters in robbing the Indians 
of their reservations, and with the soldiers 
in punishing conquered hostiles, who were 
driven through injustice to the war-path, by 
carrying them from high, healthy Northern 
homes to hot and sickly Southern agencies. 
Mr. Kirxwoop’s administration has thus 
far stood manfully by its wards, and yet, 
through not interfering with the province 
and the responsibilities of Army officers, or 
maintaining verbal sqtiabbles with them, it 
has secured the respect of the soldiers. 


One of the first of its inherited troubles 
which Mr. Krrxwoop’s administration had 
to dispose of was the Ponca difficulty. 
It had been a matter of bitter wrangling 
for years. He found his department 
historically committed to a policy of 
resisting the establishment of STANDING 
3EAR’s band and the other fugitives from 
the Indian Territory permanently in their 
old Dakotahomes. Mr. Kirkwoop looked at 
the bill passed by Congress, and found in it an 
appropriation of money, some for the Indian 
Territory Poncas, and some for the Dakota 
Poncas. Part of the latter money was to go 
for buildings. But there was no undisputed 
lands on which to put them. Mr. Kirx- 
woop might have seized on this point and 
refused to spend the money for the Dakota 
Poncas. But what he really did was, with- 
out any obstinacy in the matter, to simply 
contrive a plan for helping the Dakota Pon- 
cas to live, if it could possibly be arranged, 
just where they preferred. He summoned 
to Washington representative men of the 
Sioux, who occupied the former homes of 
the Poncas in Dakota, and of the Omahas 
and Winnebagoes, largely kinsmen and 
friends of the Poncas, who occupied lands 
in Nebraska. He put the matter to them 
simply, and left it for them to decide; and 
the decision was that noble one of the Lower 
Brulé Sioux, through White THUNDER, 
andof the Ogallalas, through Rep Coop, 
to give back to the Poncas their homes, re- 
fusing with disdain the suggested compen- 
sation, and saying that when they gave to 
the homeless they did not take pay. 


Lirrite Cnter’s band of Northern Chey- 
ennes was another set of Indians that need- 
ed to be dealt with. ‘The treatment of the 
Northern Cheyennes forms a terrible page 
in our history, and the crowning massacre 
of them at Fort Robinson is a blot that 
will never fade out of it. They escaped 
from Fort Reno Agency, alleging that they 
were ill-treated and that they wanted to get 
to their old, healthy homes in the North. 
The commanding officer at Fort Reno sub- 
stantiated the allegation that they were not 
fed as their treaty stipulated they should be. 
The then Indian Commissioner, afterward 
deposed, rushed into print to show that 
everything was right, and especially to 
show that the reservation was healthy, and 
that nothing but innate depravity caused 
them to break away. Yeta portion of the 
same Cheyennes who had remained at Fort 
Reno was soon after found pleading for 
transfer. Mr. Kraxwoop had no precon- 
ceived theory to follow, but submitted ‘this 
matter to the council of Sioux, and the 
transfer hereafter of LirrLz Cxrmr’s band 
to the Sioux country was easily arranged. 

The question of transferring the Utes 
came up. The co-operating pressure of the 
Colorado people and the Indian Office for 

ears. bad made it certain that the Utes 


would be forced off their reservation. Mr. 
Krrxwoop found the treaty for this pur- 
pose signed and the time appointed for the 
removal, The chiefs, however, set up a plea, 
which, doubtless, was not well founded, 
that they had understood they were to give 
up only the hills, retaining the valleys, and 
they pleaded for delay. They showed a very 
threatening front, and it looked as if re- 
moval would mean war, Mr. Krrkwoop 
did the only thing that could be done with 
safety. Commissioner McMorrts and Agent 
Berry received a_ telegram directing 
them to turn over the entire responsibility 
and control of the removal to Gen, Mac- 
KENZIE. This was the one thing necessary in 
the crisis. There was no time for delibera- 
tion; and since there was no evidence of 
divided counsels for the Indians to take ad- 
vantage of, they went, and the bitter, com- 
pulsory bargain was enforced without shed- 
ding a drop of blood. 


When Mr. Tirrany, the agent of the 
White Mountain Indians, sent to Washing- 
ton the proposition to sell a part of the res- 
ervation to private persons in order to use 
the coal-beds, Mr. KtrkKwoop promptly re- 
jected it, and he instantly ordered an inves- 
tigation of Mr. Trrrany’s affairs, which 
may procure his dismissal as soon as a 
change is safe. When Mr. Krrxwoon’s at- 
tention was called to the danger of leaving 
Sirtine Buri among the thousands of In- 
Cians at Standing Rock, that chief and his 
immediate band were promptly and success- 
fully removed to Fort Randall. In a word— 
for it is only possible to give these illustra- 
tions as specimens—quiet good judgment 
has been allowed to rule in Indian affairs, 
and with excellent effect thus far, whatever 
may be the errors of the future. 


THH MICHIGAN FUND. 

The Michigan fund grows slowly. Many 
people had already given all they could af- 
ford to give to the Garfield fund when the 
appeal for the Michigan sufferers was made, 
and even after it was known how desper- 
ately the homeless and naked victims of 
the great forest fires needed help, persons 
who were governed by sentiment rather than 
common sense seemed to be unaware that 
more than one call had been made upon their 
liberality. It is possible, also, that a lack of 
promptness in giving help to the people of 
Michigan resulted from a recollection of the 
circumstances attending and following the 
great Chicago fire. The people of the East 
at that time not only gave’ largely and 
gladly to the Chicago sufferers, but money 
was lent without stint to aid in 
rebuilding the city. It was unfortunate that 
after Chicago had risen from her ashes 
the Eastern capitalists who had furnished 
the money for her resurrection were persist- 
ently denounced as ‘‘ Shylocks’’ who. held 
the atrocious doctrine that a lender of 
money is entitled to be paid his lawful inter- 
est, and who deserved to be paid—if at all— 
only in depreciated money. It was, per- 
haps, natural that this sort of thing should 
slightly chillthe ardor of the ‘‘ Shylocks’’ 
when afterward called upon to help other 
Western victims of fire, but it need hardly 
be pointed out that Chicago is not in Michi- 
gan, and that the Michigan sufferers are in 
a situation which ought to awaken the 
earnest sympathy of every man with a heart 
in his breast. 

These people, who have neither shelter, 
clothing, nor food, must be helped at once, 
and the most efficient way in which help 
can be given them is in the shape of money. 
It is, however, easier to give worn-out and 
worthless articles than to part with bank 
bills and silver. The proposal to send to 
Michigan the mourning emblems that have 
been displayed on our buildings was very 
likely well meant, but it was scarcely a 
happy thought. Why should we put the 
people of Michigan in mourning? Our 
houses are ours, at least by right of tenancy, 
and we can cover them all over with black 
and white streamers if we wish to, but we 
do not own the Michigan sufferers, and we 
ought not to take advantage of their condi- 
tion to require them to engage in vicari- 
ous mourning inthe place of our houses, 
The pretense that strips of cheap mus- 
lin and coarse alpaca, already soaked 
with rain and stained with dust, can be 
made into neat and comfortable clothing for 
men and women in the cold Winter months 
is too absurd to need refutation. If a Michi- 
gan man wraps his body and legs with al- 
ternate stripes of black and white, pins a 
lithograph of the lamented GARFIELD on his 
breast, and a placard bearing the inscription 
** We mourn our loss’’ on his back, he may 
be considered to be sufficiently clothed to 
satisfy the requirements of the law of de- 
cency, but he will be neither warm nor com- 
fortable. Could red stripes be substituted 
for black, the Michigan sufferers might per- 
haps be able to get employment as_ barbers’ 
poles, but, arrayed in their black and white 
mourning rags, they will, if they have any 
self-respect, quietly withdraw to the nearést 
forest and lie down to die, disgusted with 
the world and especially with Eastern phi- 
lanthropy. 

The boxes of ‘‘ clothing and necessaries”’ 
which charitable people are sending to 
Michigan will not cast quite as much gloom 
over the State as will the consignments of 
New-York mourning rags, but it is not prob 
able that they will be of very great help to 
the sufferers. Collars are useful in their 
way, but it is idle to think thata naked son 
of Michigan will be sufficiently clothed when 
he has put on a second-hand collar contribut- 
ed by the generous East. Shoe-strings have 
their place in the economy of nature, 
but. the shivering women who lost 
their all in the great fire cannot be 
made warm with shoe-strings alone. Worn- 
out shirts that perish with the handling, 
trousers that might be useful to an agricul- 
turist with a prejudice against crows, and 
hats that when presented to starving men 
cannot fail to add to the bitterness of death, 
may be the expression of warm generosity 
on the part of the men who give them, but 
they may not awaken emotions of wild 
gratitude on the part of the receivers. The 
gifts placed in these charitable boxes by 
women are less open to criticism. A 
woman’s worn-out clothes are never in the 
state of dilapidation and gravy that char- 
acterizes the discarded garments of the 
other sex, but they are not always pre- 
cisely what destitute people on the eve 
of Winter need. Parasols will not clothe 
the naked to any appreciable-extent, and 
belts slightly soiled or somewhat weak in 


point of buckles will not take the place of 


warm skirts. Button-hooks when sent to 
starving people inevitably: recall the Scrip- 
tural father who gave his son stones instead 
of bread, and hungry children cannot live 
on safety-pins alone. While in every box 
of ‘‘clothing and necessaries’ there may be 
one or two things that will prove acceptable 
and useful, the greater part of their con- 
tents will fail to materially relieve the ne- 
cessities of the people to whom they are sent. 

If we send these people money they can 
clothe and feed themselves. With a little 
earnest effort in collecting money and a lit- 
tle self-denial in giving, a larger sum can be 
raised for the Michigan sufferers than was 
raised for Mrs. GARFIELD. There never 
was a Clearer case of necessity on the part 
of destitute people and duty on the part of 
more fortunate men and women, If we 
fancy that we can do our whole duty by 
sending to Michigan useless mourning rags 
and worn-out collars, we shall merit the re- 
proach of want of common sense or want 
of common humanity. 





WHAT WiLL THEY DO WiTH HIM? 


Whatever discord there may be among 
Republicans, it is tolerably clear that the 
Democracy of New-York have their hands 
full of trouble just now. Of course, the 
seat of their trouble isin Tammany. It is 
not known precisely what Mr. Ke.iy aims 
at, but, in @ general way, it is understocd 
that he wants to be the ‘‘Boss’’ of the De- 
mocracy:of the State. Mr. Keniy’s am- 
bition is inordinate. . If he were the 
acknowledged head of the national Demo- 
cratic Party, he would claim to be the ‘‘ Boss”’ 
of all creation; there would be no checking 
him anywhere this side of absolute power. 
It has been the fashion for some of our news- 
paper contemporaries and flabby orators to 
cry up an alarm that GRANT is coming into 
power as Cesar and Imperator. The only 
man in this country, so far as we have  ob- 
served, who has a really insatiate love of 
power is Jonn Kunuiy. He is a born auto- 
crat. Through Tammany Hail, he aims at 
the control of the Democracy of this City. 
Through the Democracy of the City he 
would grasp for the. dictatorship of the par- 
ty in the State. 

The present source of tribulation is the 
attitude of Tammany toward the State Con- 
vention. Tammany is always a contestant. 
It is not possible, apparently, to hold a 
Democratic convention in this State without 
Tammany as a contestant. The only ex- 
ception, in late years, was the convention 
in Syracuse, when. Tammany, -having 
bolted, nominated Jonn Keutiy for Gov- 
ernor. That convention was decorous and 
dull. It is difficult to see how the next con- 
vention of the Democracy can admit Tam- 
many’s delegation without conceding, in ef- 
fect, that the Democracy of this City is 
merged in, and is represented by, Tam- 
many Hall. Yet, Mr. Keniy very truly 
says that, if Tammany is not admitted, the 
effect will be ‘‘disastrous.’’ Nor is this an 
empty threat. Keuuy claims that Tammany 
controls fifty thousand votes, at the very 
least. This statement is slightly exaggerated, 
undoubtedly. But, even if these figures 
should be considerably reduced, it is evi- 
dent that Keuuy controls votes enough to 
defeat the regular nominee of the Demo- 
cratic Party, provided he sets about that 
work. That he would attempt this, pro- 
vided his delegation were excluded from the 
State Convention, is more than probable. 
He defeated Roprnson in 1879, having first 
said, with characteristic modesty, that he 
would support ‘‘any man but this man.’’ 
KELLY denied strenuously that he attempted 
to dictate the nominee of his party. He 
only said that he would not have Roprxson. 

KeEtty is the lion roaring in the lobby. 
It would be dangerous to keep him out. 
But it would be certain destruction to let 
him in. If any casual observer thinks that 
the Democratic position is a simple one, let 
him fancy himself in a party whose doors 
were threatened by a quarrelsome, arro- 
gant man who carries dissension and 
tumult wherever he goes. KELLY 
will defeat the party. unless he _ is 
allowed to have his own way. If he is 
allowed to have his own way, he will wreck 
the party beyond a peradventure, A man 
with a possible contingent of fifty thousand 
votes is not to be trifled with. A man with 
KELLY’s domineering disposition is not a 
comfortable member of a political party. 
Whatever may be thought of Kerttiy’s 
real strength, there is no doubt as to his 
fighting qualities. He may not control fifty 
thousand votes, but he has a great force for 
mischief in him. 

The timidity with which the anti-Kelly 
newspaper organs stick a pin into Mr. Keiny 
and then run away, as ifin terror, isan amus- 
ing spectacle. KEuty is a picturesque figure 
to the disinterested observer, but to the 
average Democrat he is a mortal terror. The 
managers of the party, with their knees smit- 
ing together, are asking each other, ‘‘ What 
will he do next ?”’ His utterances are purpose- 
ly designed to throw these badly scared people 
into convulsions of fear. He simply waits 
for the opening of the doors, ever and 
anon reminding those who are within that 
he will make matters ‘‘disastrous’’ for them 
unless heis let in. It is a great deal fora 
political leader to be able to say of himself 
(although apparently speaking of himself 
as an impersonality) that any line of 
treatment to which he objects will be 
sufficient to bring disaster upon his party. 
And, in this case, the most distressing part 
of the business is that this is true of KeLiy 
and his attitude. Hecan beat the Demo- 
cratic nominee, and, what is more, he will do 
it, as he has done it before. What the Dem- 
ocrats will do with Ke.uy isa great political 
conundrum. Mr. Keuty, with his fifty 


thousand voters, grimly waits for an answer.

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The news of the death abroad recently of 
Hamitton E. Towte recalls the bright career and 
remarkable achievements of a distinguished Amer- 
ican civil engineer. Mr. Towie was a passenger 
on the famous Great Kastern during her memora- 
ble voyage across the Atlantic when she encoun- 
tered a great storm, which broke her steering 
apparatus, Her commander and crew could do 
nothing in the terrible emergency, and she lay 
practica!ly helpless at the mercy of the waves.’ In 
this critical. moment Mr. Tow er carefully, and with 
wonderful self-possession, examined the broken 
machinery and rigged up, from the material at 
hand, an apparatus of his own designing, which 
proved equal to the urgent needs of the situation. 
The improvised rudder brought the great vessel 
safely in port, and the distinguished American 
received from the grateful passengers, who deemed 
their lives to haye been saved by him, the gift of a 
superb gold watch, ornamented with costly jewels, 
and engraved with a memorial inscription com- 
memorating his historical feat of engineering. 
This time-piece he wore with conscious pride dur- 
ing his life-time, and he also exhibited at times, 
with an equally pardonable egotism, a medal pre- 
sented to him by an English humane society in 
recognition of his achievement. The steam-ship 
owners, of all who profited by his knowledge of 
engineering, however, were, it seems, the only 
ones to dispute the value of his splendid services, 
and he was compelled to bring suit to re- 
cover the salvage to which he was jnstly ep- 
titled. At the time of the terrible shipwreck of 
the ill-fated Atlantic he delivered a lecture in 
Cooper Institute, asserting boldly, according to 
his knowledge of navigation, that the disaster was 
attributable to faulty seamanship. From early 
boyhood he displayed a noteworthy inventive 
faculty, and rigged up all sorts of ingenious toy 
water-wheels and the like. This profuse and 
surprising supply of clever ideas seemed to 


and was interested in a host of other inventions, 
of which a machine for type-setting, self-inking 
letter-stamps, telegraphic instruments, argand 
burners, patent washing chemicals, theodolites, 
and weighing scales were buta few. Before his 
iliness he was head of the Towle Manufacturing 
Company, in Cortlandt-street, in this City.

Some time toward the close of lastmonth 
schools of the Salmo quinnat, the California salmon, 
were rushing up the McCloud River, in order to 
deposit their eggs. Buton this river is.a station of 
the United States Fish Commission, under the 
supervision of Mr. Livineston Stone. At once 
some of the finest of the females were captured, 
stripped of their eggs, and these eggs were fertilized 
with the milt of the males taken for this purpose, 
and in atrice these germs of future salmon were 
boxed, with due precautions, and were shipped 
across the continent. Having left Saeramento on 
the 28th of last month, the eggs reached Chicago 
Oct. 3, and were received here yesterday by Mr. 
FREDERICK MATHER, One of our ablest fish-cultur- 
ists. In New-York repacking takes place, and the 
eggs are placed for transatlantic shipment in pe- 
culiar boxes invented by Mr. Matrusr. Of the 
salmon eggs which have come to hand 350,000 will 
be sent.to the Deutsche Fischerei Verein in Berlin, 
50,000 to C. Busse, of Geestermunde, and through 
M. A. Corumee, of Paris, France will be the re- 
cipient of 100,000. On Saturday the eggs for Ger- 
many will be shipped on the Donau, andthe eggs 
for France on Wednesday next by the Canada. 
Perhaps the most practical of all the workers 
abroad at present are the Germans, and for the 
perseverance they have shown in this business they 
deserve success. The preservation of the eggs in 
their fructified condition seems to have been 
almost solved in the case of salmon, as may be 
seen by the length of time which must elapse be- 
tween their leaving California and the hatching 
out of the fishin German and French waters. Ifthe 
transportation of shad eggs abroad present some 
difficulties to-day, we may shortly expect that the 
intelligence of our fish-culturists will make the

The Court of Special Sessions was opened

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RAILKOAD METHODS. 
ATCHISON, TOPEKA AND SANTA FEZ FINANCES 
—PACIFIC ROAD COMMISSIONERS. 


Bosron, Oct. 7.—The Transcripts financial 
article thisevening has the following: “ The Di- 
rectors of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé Rail- 
road Company to-day voted. to pass the usual No- 
vember cash dividend and to issue in place thereof 
a dividend of 50 per cent. in serip, convertible into 
stock when the necessary increase ef capital stoek 
shall have been legally made. ‘This serip will 
issué to stockholders ef record Oct. 24, and 
the books will remain closed from Oct. 
to Nov. 1. They also voted to offer to 
their stockholders of record of Oet. 24 a 
wubscription to the new stock at par to the extent 
of 15 per cent. of their present holdings. Payment 
for the new stock may not be called for some 
months. These actions are subject to ratification 
by the stockholders at a meeting called for Nov. 
12. The subscribers to the last stock subscription, 
when payment is made on or before Dec. 1, will 
have all the rights of present stockholders. The 
capital stock of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fé Railroad Company is now about $31,500,000. 
The 15 percent. increase will add $4,725,000. The 
50 per cent. dividend will raise the whole capital to 
$54,237,500. But 6 per cent. dividends ueed be ex- 
pected on the new capital.” 

Rumors received here to-day in regard to the 
lease of the New-York and New-England Railroad 
probably have their origin in the fact that the road 
has passed into the hands of a syndicate at a very 
nigh price for their holding. Its Owners are de- 
tirous of leasing the road to some of its Western 
tonnestions. Negotiations to this effect have been 
m progress for months with different parties, but 
with no definite result. 

GREENWICH, Conn., Oct. 7.—The stock of the 
New-York, New-Haven and Hartford Railroad 
seems to have been affected slightly by the large 
number of rumors which are rife in this State 
respecting railroads,.as shares of the stock were 
sold for $180 this week, when not long ago $185 
was obtained. There is no question but another 
railroad is needed to New-York through this State, 
and the subject bas been agitated for a long time. 
Mr. VanderbHt has, however, undoubtedly the 
matter in hand, and it is generally believed in the 
State that he is to push a road through to comple- 
tion very rapidly. At any rate, surveyors have 
been in all parts of the State for some time, and it 
is very evident that they are working for persons 
with means. But the latest report is in relation to 
Mr. Charles P. Clark, who has been appointed to 
an important position in the New-Haven Railroad 
management. It is said that the event means more 
them appears. and that Mr. Clark has his eye on 
the New-York and New-England Road, and that 
the Pennsylvania has its eye on both the consoli- 
dated and the New-England: and that, in process 
of time, the Pennsylvania Road will control both 
pf these concerns and hold the Boston route in its 
hands. As the Boston and Albany Road is practi- 
cally the eastern extension of the New-York Cen- 
tral, andis openly hostile to the New-York, New- 
Haven and Hartford, and Vanderbilt is now mak- 
ing preparations to build anew road through the 
State, the story at least has some foundation for 
belief.

‘ore and main masts, bowsprit, jibboom, and all 
balls and the rigging attached. She was towed in 
by the tug Charles Pearson. 

FORTRESS MONROE, Virginia, Oct. 7.—On 
Wednesday, Oct. 5, during a heavy gale, the 
schooner James L, Hewitt. Abrams, Master, from 
Washington, bound tor Norfolk, anchored off New- 
Point and foundered. The Captain, mate, and twe 
mer were rescued the same Gay by the British bark 
Revello. They were transferred to the steam pilot- 
boat Pilot, which landed them at Fortress Monroe, 
The other two mentook to the yawl, which was 
afterward picked up, bottom upward, by the bark 
Harriet Jackson. 

FERNANDINA, Fla., Oct. 7.—The bark Albi- 
no, bound trom Navassa for Baltimore, loaded 
with guano in pulk, stranded a mile east of Aure- 
lia Light-house last night. She sailed from Na- 
vassa on Sept. 12; on third day out sprung a leak;

EIGHTEEN OF GEORGE'S BAND 8SURRENDER— 
FOLLOWING RETR&ATING SAVAGES. 

Tucson, Arizona, Oct. 7.—The Citizen has 
the following from San Carlos: ‘Sub-Agent Hoag 
says 18 of George’s band have come {in and surren- 
dered, and Major Wilhelm has started to Camp 
Thomas with them. George is reported to be in 
concealment near there with four men. This veri- 
fies the wisdom of Sachez, who said that if every- 
thing was kept quiet the hostiles would come into 


the agency, and he promised to point eut the guilty 
ones. A dispatch from Camp Willeox of Ocv. 6 
says the news from San Carlos is to the effect that 
Chief George left the sub-agency last night with 15 
men. A report just received says two men were 
kilied within two miles of Benson to-day. <A dis- 
patch from Col. Bernard, just received, dated Sul- 
phar Springs Valley, 6 o’clock this afternoon. says 
that the hostiles are striking for the Mexican line; 
that he will follow them into Sonora, and will co- 
operate with the Mexican troops if necessary, and 
that the Indians are in the southern portion of the 
Chiricahua Mountains. Men just in from the dirac- 
tion of Bowie report seeing Indians in that vi- 
cinity, and troops are to be ordered in pursuit. A 
Tombstone dispatch from one of the volunteers 
who went out after the Indians says: *On the 
morning of the 5th it was learnedthat the Indians 
were going in the direction of San Bernardino 
Ranche, at the south end of the Chiricahua Moun- 
tains, and to Sonora, about 70 miles from _Tomb- 
stone.’ A later dispatch from C. D. Rippy, of the 
Ripttaph, who was out wich Mayor Clum and party, 
and who returned at 8 o’ciock last evening, says: 
‘Itis learned that the Indians after passing Me- 
Lowrey’s ranch broke up into small parties and 
struck for the Swisshelm Mountains, a spur of the 
Chiricahuas that flank the eastern side of Sul- 
phur Spring Valley near the south er upper end.’ " 


Saw Frawnersco, Oct. 7.—A dispatch from 
Tucson states: ‘Gen. Willeox and staff arrived 
here last night; Bervard telegraphs from Soldiers’

CINCINNATI'S ART MUSEUM. 
TEMPORARY QUARTERS TO BE OPENED THIS 
YEAR—SOME OF THE PLANS. 

CINCINNATI, Oct. %—Julius Dexter, the 
Treasurer of the Cincinnati Art Museum, has is- 
sued an explanatory circular, in which he says 
that it is the desire of the Trustees to open the 
museum in temporary quarters this year and to 
begin their work without waiting for the comple- 
tion of the museum building. The plans of such 
a building involved much study and labor and will 
take many monthsto prepare, while the section 
of the entire building to be built with the present 
fund will require several years afterward. The 
Trustees have now in handa fund of _about $820,- 
000, which is so invested that, until it is wanted for 
building purposes, it will give an income of $16,000 
ayear. The Trustees have contracted in London 
for copies of the electrotype productions made 
under the direction of the South Kensington 
Museum. These reproductions are of the most 
beautiful and valuable objects in foreign galleries, 
and the articles number several hundred. About 
$5,000 have been paid on account,and the total 
cost will reach about $28,000, and the articles wiil 
be delivered here at intervals during the next three 
years as the reproductions are made. The Trus- 
tees are also receiving gifts from private sources. 
Mr. Longworth has givena collection of 53 draw- 
ings by C. F'. Lessing, which are now in the hands 
of the framer in preparation for exhibition; the 
value of this gift is inestimable, and its possession 
has given the Cincinnati museum 4 reputation 
throughout Europe. The money value of the gifts 
to the museum already exceeds $10,000, and the 
number of contributions will be largely increased 
whenever the museum is opened. Further gifts of 
money may reasonably be expected, and will be 
very welcome, for the museum’s work is limited 
only by the means in the hands of the Trustees, 
and will grow as they increase.

THE CONVENTION AND REORGANIZA- 
TION. 
SOME PLAIN TRUTHS ABOUT THE PROOKED- 


INGS OF WEDMESDAY EVENING, 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Being neither a Republican nor a Demo- 
crat, though an American and a voter, I can look 
at things political with an unprejudiced eye and 
express an opinion which, while it may possess no 
earthly value for anybody but myself, neverthe- 
less has the merit of being wholly unbiased. I at- 
tended the Republican State Convention at the 
Academy of Music on Wednesday, and was an in- 
terested spectator of allits proceedings. To my 
mind it was mere thanan average representative 
body, containing elements of exceeding great 
strength. Up to a eertain point it performed its 
functions like s body trained in the exercise of 
parliamentary duties in a parliamentary fashion. 
But there came a point where in my humble 
judgment the convention—or had I better say its 
officers }—lost all wit, diseretion, and dignity, and 
allowed itself to be coerced or deceived into per- 
petrating a great wrong against a portion of the 
Republican Party in New-York and Kings Counties. 


Ido not mean a political wrong, mind you—with 
that I have nothing to do, and in that I do not take 
the slightest interest. I mean a parliamentary 
wrong; a wrong exemplified by the weaker con- 
trolling the stronger, by the tail wagging the dog, 
s0 tospeak. The usually keen and sharp-witted 
reporters appear to have entirely overlooked this 
point in the proceedings of the conveniion or 
Sedncubinasen its importance as_ indicating 
the power and methods of the ‘* machine” 
when it finds itself in a close corner. [ 
looked in vain through Thursday mornin’s 
pavers for:some explanation of the extraor- 
dinary announcement of Mr. Chauncey M. Depew 
when he informed the convention that the motion 
of Mr. Goodrich, of Kings County, to table the res- 
olution giving the work of reorganizing the party 
in New-York and Kings Counties into the hands of 
the State Committee was adopted by a vote of 202 
to 197. Iam certain that motion was defeated by 
at least 14 votes, notwithstanding all the Metropol- 
itan deception practiced upon rural simplicity, and 
Ilearn to-day from friends who circulate among 
politicians that the local Stalwarts admit as much. 
I kept a tally of the votes, as did a friend at my 
side. These tallies doubtless err, as the confusion 
was very great toward the close of the vote, but if 
they err at all it is on the side of the “* machine.” 

While the vote was being taken several promi- 
nent local Stalwarts—men who enjoy the proud 
privilege of oiling the *‘machine,” Iam told—were 
conspicuous by their absence from the convention. 
They did not answer when their names were called 
by the Secretary. Where were they? I do not 
pretend to know, but I do know that before the 
vote was announced they suddenly reappeared 
and had their votes recorded in favor of the mo- 
tion to table the reorganization resolution, and at 
their heels trooped the most disreputable-looking 
gang of patriots that ever was smuggled into a 
State Convention. These fellows yelled them- 
selves hoarse every time some hay-seed Gele- 
gate voted “aye,” and tossed about such 
coarse compliments as ‘Bully for old Tioga!” 
* Cattaraugus, you’re a brick?” &c. (Of course, 
these may not have been the counties. I simply 
use them for purposes of illustration.) Who was 
it proposed three cheers for George Bliss after his 
extraordinary harangue in opposition to a reor- 
ganization which he practically admitted to be 
necessary? One of these ‘ heeiers;’” I saw him 
when he did it. Who was it cried out, ‘“‘ Georze, 
you've saved us this time. We'll never forget 
you?’ Another of the same gang; I saw him aud 
heard him, too. And all this was done under the 
eyes of the Chairman by persens on the floor of 
the convention who were not delegates to the con- 
vention. This may be good parliamentary prac- 
tice, but I confess I can’t understand it. 

Another thing. Iam morally ceriain that neither 
the regular Secretary of the convention nor any 
of his associates made up the yote announced by 
Chairman Depew. I want to ask what right Mr. 
FE. M. Johnson had to take the tally-sheet and fig- 
ure on the vote? He was not an officer of the con- 
vention, his place as Secretary having been filled, 
and he had no more business on the platform than 
I bad. I also want to aska few other questions 
which I am pretty sure will not be answered. 
Was anybody scared in the Academy of Music on 
Wednesday night? If so, what scared him, or‘ 
them, as the case may be? Was it the 
wild array of the accredited statesman that 
crowded the centre aisle of the Academy? 
Were the unaccredited statesmen aforesaid 
Massed there for the purpose of creating a pugi- 
listic impression on the rural mind orin the inter- 
est of *“ peace and harmony?’ What would have 
been the result had the vote been properly an- 
nounced? And, finally, why was the vote made 
s0 close anyhow? The mental processes whereby 
a clear majority in one direction is made a major- 
ity of five in another would be an interesting psy- 
chological study. 

As I said before, I don’t care a jack-straw for 
the political bearing of this matter, but I do like 
fair play and fair dealing, and so, in my judgment, 
does Tur Times, I regret to say that the last hour 
or two of the Republican State Convention of 1881 
taught methat downright dishonesty and deceit 
and contemptible poltroonery and subserviency to 
mob rule (it was nothing else) still have their rep- 
resentatives.

John A. Lansing, of Brook- 
line, Mass., and Mary E. or Carrie E. Ward, of 
Waverly, near Trenton, N. J., last Thursday, on 
the complaint of Mrs. Phcebe L. Upham, who ac- 
cuses the prisoners of having obtained from her, 
by false representations, in April, 1878, $14,000 and 
bank stock the value of which is not stated. Mary 
E. Wardis a spinster, 45 years old, the daughter of 
Dr. Isaac M. Ward, formerly a physician in New- 
ark, N. J., who, several years ago. retired from 
a with a fortune of $100,000,and who has since 
ived with hisdaughter at Waverly. Mrs. Upham is 
acredulous old lady and very devout. She tells 
the story of the alleged swindle as follows: ** Miss 
Ward called on me on the 18th of April, 1878, at 
Dr. Ell P. Miller’s, No. 39 West Tvwrenty-sixth-street, 
New-York, where I was boarding, and introauced 
me to the Rey. John A. Lansing, a Methodist min- 
ister, of Brookline, Mass. I had never seen or 
heard of him before. She had paid mo a visit in 
the morningiand had spoken about introducing 
him. had known Miss Ward for severai 
years and had implicit confidence in her. I 
received Mr. Lansing as a Christian man. He 
represented himseif as the kead of a large business 
house under the name of the Jaques Cologne Com- 
pany, a well-known corporation. He represented 
that his name was not inade public as one of the 
firm.because the enterprise was with him wholly a 
religious movement under special divine guidance 
for the benefit of widows and orphans. He took 
thelr small means and paid them large interest. He 
instanced a case where persons who had given him 
money to invest were benefited. His indueements 
to invest were numerous, and he held out the most 
flattering prospects. When I entertained the idea 
of making an investment, he proposed to give me 
10 per cent. interest per annum for all money that 
Tshouldintrust him with. Healso spoke of ‘ample 
security’ for such money. I gave him the money 
to invest and received as security formy moneys 
large package of papers which were represented 
to be very valuable. They were represented to be 
deeds of houses {fu Newark, N. J., belonging to Miss 
Ward, notes, &c, Miss Ward signed a receipt for 
the $14,000, and Mr. Lansing put his name to it asa 
witness.” 

Mrs. Upham did not examine the bundle of papers 
given as ‘“‘security’’ for her little fortune, but gave 
it to Lansing and Miss Ward for safe-keeping, with 
other business papers of great value to her- 
self. Interest gt 2he rate of 10 per cent. 
per annum °was paid monthly to Mrs. 
Upham by Lansing for nine months. 
Then the payment of interest was stopped. Mrs. 
Upham tried at first to get back her *‘securitics”’ 
tor her $14,000. Miss Ward insisted that she could 
take better care of Mrs. Upham’s business interests 
than the latter could, and Lansing, after much 
entreaty, pleading, and remonstrance from the 
widow, sent her the following letter: 

I cannot meet your demands to-night. The plons 
and arrangements were all made in God, and [ can 
move out only as He commands. Can you not follow 
the word of God as it came to you first in Carrie Ward 
and know it to be of God, as you did then, and follow 
itas you did then? The papers are alldrawn in God 
and are at His disposal, Yours in Christ Jesus and 
God, amen. J, A. LANSING, 

JAN. 14, 1879. 

Mrs, Upham exhausted every personal means to 
recover her money and” then employed a lawyer. 
All that resulted from his connection with the case 
was the reluctant acceptance by Mrs. Upham of 
Miss Ward’s note for the full amount of the in- 
debtedness claimed. It was payable in five years 
and bore interest at the rate of 7 per cent. per an- 
num. The interest was not paid. A few months 
ago New-York lawyers advised Mrs. Upham to in- 
stitute criminal proceedings against Lansing and 
Miss Ward, and District Attorney Rollins interested 
himself in the ease, and when ample evidence had 
been coliected he took it before the Grand Jury 
md proeered anindictment against the accused 
parties. 

Inspector Byrnes and Detectives Melds and 0’Con- 
nor received a warrant for the arrest of Lansing 
and Miss Ward, and four months were consumed 
in ascertaining their whereabouts and in securing 
requisition papers on the Governors of the States 
of New-Jersey and Massachusetts. O’Connor was 
sent to Boston on Wednesday night, and Fields 
went to Waverly on Thursday. Miss Ward was ar- 
rested at her father’s hourse on Thursday afternoon, 
and was brought to New-York and locked up at 
Police Head-quarters. Her presence there was 
kept a secret as nothing had been heard from 
O’Connor, who had, however, arrested Lansing 
in Brookline. He announced this by telegraph yes- 
terday morning and added that he was on his way 
to New-York. Miss Ward was taken yesterday to 
the Court of General Sessions and bail was fixed 
at $2,500, Mr. Isaac Beale, No. 215 Pearl-street, 
New-York, became her bondsman and she was 
released to be served with papers in a civil suit to 
recover $25,000. She will have to put in an answer 
in this suif within 15 days. Leausing arrived at 
Police Head-quarters at 9 o’clock last night. He 
was attired in a clerical suit. He is about six feet in 
heignt, slim, swarthy, has black whiskers, large, 
restless black eyes, and a Koman nose. In 
answer to the usual inquiries he said that he 
was 41 years old, a native of the United States, 
married, and a clerk by oecupation. O’Connor 
made inquiries about himin Brookline and could 
not discover that he ever had a pastorate. He 
was looked upon as ‘‘a sort of a Methodist minis- 
ter.” He willbe taken to the Court of General 
Sessions to-day.

The manager of one of the oldest and largest of 
the foreign companies, (he requested his name to 
pe meenbeta lest his motive might be misconstrued,) 

eing asked if he could ussignareason for the 
coming hither of so many foreign companies said: 
“Weill, it certainly cannot be ca account of the 
protits we are making. Our company has been es- 
tablished here for overa quarter of a century, and 
with all the prestige and experience we have 
pained dnring that time we failed to realize any- 
thing like a fair profit last year, My own opinion 
istuat competition is so keen In England, and 
there are s0 many companies there to the square 
juch that some of them should get out and look 
for business elsewhere, or be squeezed to death.” 
1 Q.—What are the prospects forthe foreign com- 

anies whose advent is announced? A.—One or 
two of the best of these will undoubtedly obtain 
some good business, but it will be at an enormous 
pxpense. 

Q.—As to: the others? *A.—Well, for my part I 
Bhould most decidedly prefer they bad remained 
away, for the business would not only cost them 
enormously, but should they fail to obtain it and 
be obliged to withdraw, the standing of all or 

early alithe well-established foreign .companies 

vould be seriously affected. 

g.—Is there any other reason besides the one you 
wissign why these companies should venture to ex- 
tend their lines to this side at the present time? 
‘A.—Yes, and some of the local managers may 
blame themselves for it. Up to a few years ago 
several of the foreign companies with branch 
offices in this City and a few of the large local 
companies reinsured part of their risks in com- 
panies which were not represented here. For in- 
stance, this company would take aline of $50,000 
and while it held itself responsible to the insure 
for that amount, it would reinsure, per- 
haps, one-half of it in a company which 
was not directly represented here. This practice 
enabled companies to meet the requirements of 
their largest customers and at the same time pro- 
tect themselves. The managers of a few local 
«companies became jealous of this system, and urg- 

g on the Legislature that it worked an injustice 
to them, succeeded in having a law enacted pro- 
hibiting the reinsurance of New-York risks in com- 

anies not authorized to do business in this State.

State. These enactments attracted the attention 
of English managers, who naturally began to think 
that there must be a big bonanza in the business 
here, or else there would not be such great precau- 
tions taken to cree foreigners from having a 
plice of it. In the meanwhile, during the session 
of 1880,a law was passed enabling foreign com- 
Bonn. whose capital was paid up to the extent of 
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.000 to come here and do business. No sooner 

ad the news of this enactment reached the ears 

of English managers than they began to tura their 

attention westward.

WHAT LOCAL MANAGERS SAY. 


/ A&Tnres reporter called on Vice-President Wal- 
ton, of the Citizens’ Fire Insurance Company, and 
jhad an interview with that gentleman as follows: 

Q,.+You have heard of the advent in this City of 

veral foreign fire insurance companies? A.— 
Yes; I have heard that three companies are com- 
jng. Their representatives are now here, I believe. 

.—What effect will this influx of additional cap- 
yest have upon the business generally? A.—I think 
t will have ajtendency to render rates still more 

ninous. 

Q.—How will it operate as regards New-York 
City companies ? A.—There can be no doubt but it 
will prove most injurious to some of them, Further 
rompetition with strong foreign companies would 
most assuredly squeeze many of the small local 
companies to death. 

Q.—How do the latter class of companies bear 
the present prevailing competition? A.—The lat- 
tor rarely get any part of the cream, so to speak, 
pf the business. The American people are very pe- 
culiar in their discriminations. Merchants and 
others requiring fire insurance are not unlike 
many of our young ladies whose fancies noth- 
{ng less than English lords will please, and though 
some of them have drawn blanks yet others are 
poxiously awaiting to-day the coming of a fresh 
supply of lords, The simile may not be very ap- 

. propriate, but it is the best I can think of for the 
oment. The Scottish Commercial, which retired 
rom this country a few years ago, and which had 
really failed, although that fact was partially con- 
ealed by a so-called reinsurance, did not, it 
eems, convince a single merchant that foreign 
pompanies are but human institutions, and are as 
Hable to meet with disaster and ruin as are any of 
pur local companies. 

Q.—Are they so partial to foreign companies that 
they do not even discriminate between foreign 
companies? A.—They are. The fact is, any com- 

ny coming from the other side of the Atlantio

Q.—Are there not many foreign countries doing 
Dusiness in this country whose methods and finan- 
cial standing are fairly above criticism? A—Yea, 
undoubtedly so: I have for my own part al- 
avays thought well of several f compa- 

fes with whose managers I am on_ the most 

dly terms. The Citizens’ ee See 
vabiy got along satisfactorily with 


and it has mo reason to anticipate any unpleasant- 
ness with or from the managers of the companies 
whose appearance here, while not exactly wel- 
come, not in the least scare us. I say, how- 
ever, that there isa decided partiality manifested 
toward foreign companies throughout the country, 
especially in this City. I therefore believe that this 
great influx of new companies will necessarily be 
more or less detrimental to all companiesand ruin- 
ous to many. 

The reporter next -#aw President Notman, of 
the Niagara Fire Insurance Company, and elicited 
that gentleman’s opinion on the subject. Mr. 
Notman, in reply to several questions, said sub- 
stantially that he did not think all the small local 
companies would be affected by any competition 
that might be precipitated by the large accession 
which the foreign companies were about to re- 
ceive in their ran But he had no hesitation in 
expressing the belief that the small, weak 
companies would be forced to accept one 
of two alternatives—either wind up their affairs 
and retire from business or amalgamate with some 
strong company. The business, so far as the matter 
oft,rates was concerned, had already “one to the 
dogs.” He could hardly imagine it going further 
in that direction, yet when the cause of the evil be- 
came further aggravated he oupocses @ corre- 
sponding effect would be produced. The failure of 
one or two foreign companies like that ot the Scot- 
tish Commercial, he thought. would have the effect 
of opening the eyes of American property-hoiders 
and English insurance stockholders to an extent 
that might probably prove beneficial to both. 

The President of a strong local company said to 

the reporter that the fire insurance business of this 
City has been crushed by the constant incoming of 
large foreign companies. It was, he said, in the 
interest of large companies to keep the rates down 
until the smaller companies were squeezed out or 
forced togo elsewhere for business. There was, 
in his opinion, only one thing for the small com- 
panies to do to save themselves, and that was to 
form combinations, write joint policies, and ex- 
‘tend their business throughout the country. He 
instanced the fact that many of the companies had 
already adopted this plan. ana said that of the 
many local companies which for years confined 
their operations to purely local business only six 
can now be found without agents in the field. 


" WHAT AGENTS AND BROKERS SAY, 


“ Messrs. Weed and Kennedy, prominent agents” 
and brokers, gave it as their opinion that the influx 
of foreign companies will have no substantial ef- 
fect upon the strong American companies, but will 
undoubtedly affect the existence of the smaller 
local offices. The fault is with the public, who pre- 
fer large capital, large assets, and the more popu- 
‘lar methods of the English companies to the nar- 
row ways of some of the little companies which 
assume to be underwriting institutions. Their own 
companies (the Boston Underwriters) do not fear 
or care for competition of foreigners. They can 
hold their own in spite of them, and their business 
had Inereased for two years notwithstanding the 
addition to the foreign companies. The business 
of the country was drifting to large offiees. The 
small American companies, with their expenses 
account reaching 40 to 50 per _ cent., must 
retrench or go to the wall, Merchants 
and others who had anything to insure 
ree that the end of this struggle must be the death 
of those which persist init. The arrival of afew 
foreign companies hastens the end, and that {s all 
there is to the whole question. The public pre- 
ferred the policy of the Home, or Continental, or 
German-American, or Etna, of Hartford, or Bos- 
ton Underwriters to any foreign company’s policy, 
but it does not so prefer policies of the smaller 
offices. Messrs. Weed and Kennedy, ecntinu- 
ing, said they found that in placing lines for 
H. B. Claflin & Co., Armold & Constable, 
and other large conmercial firms .the foreign 
companies treat them more liberally than the 
small, local companies, both in lines and condi- 
tions. Many of the latter constantly reduce their 
lines and hamperthe merchants with conditions 
which they do not relish. The large American and 
English companies accommodate the insuring pub- 
lic to.an extent that smaller offices know little 
about. The business of this City in particular was 
going to the big companies, because not especially 
of their liberality in rates, but because of the 
largeness of the lines which they were prepared 
totake. The effect of the influx of foreigners would, 
therefore, be to give greater insurance facilities to 
the public while in a manner operating adversely to 
small companies. The effect upon weak com- 
anies will be bad, but perfeetly harmless as to the 
ending Ameriean offices. 

The reporter visited several other local ecom- 
panies and agents, and obtained substantially the 
same Opinions as above set forth. 


THE TRIAL-OF KENKOWSEL 

re 4 -_—_ oe 

FURTHER EVIDENCE FOR THE ‘ PBOSECU- 
es TION GIVEN ‘YESTERDAY. 

| The ‘first two days of the trial, in Jersey 
City,. of Martin Kenkowsk!, fom the murder of 
Mina Muller, were deyoted by the State to proofs 
of the movements of the murderer and his victim 
up to the time of the marriage. Thence the testi- 
mony of the State traced them to Mrs. Finck’s 
saloon, where Mrs. Muller rested and ate. The 
testimony given yesterday traced them from Mrs. 
Finck’s toward the Dallytown road, and up the 
Dallytown road to the woods in which the murder 
Was committed. The special importance of yester- 
day’s testimony lay in iis tendency to dispose of 
the story which Kenkowski told just after the 
murder in exoneration of himself. He said to THe 
Trmes's reporter and to several others who visited 


him from totimeto time that when he reached 
the highway after the marriage a stranger walked j 
up and saluted Mrs. Muller: 

» “Hello, Mina,” he asked, -“‘ what are you doing 

ere 7? 

The stranger passed between the woman and 
Kenkowski, according to Kenkowski’s story, and 
the woman followed the man away. Kenkowski 
says he called to her, but she paid no heed to him, 
and he very complacently turned on his .Beel and 
‘returned to New-York without her. 

The evidence given yesterday, if it be credible, 
entirsly disposes of this story. for the witnesses 
for the State saw the couple waiking together way 
up the Dallytown road toward the woods, and the 
last one sworn in this branch of the case saw them, 
he says, sitting together on the edge ot the woods, 
and less than 200 feet away from the place where 
the woman’s body was afterward found. A wit- 
ness who was subsequently sworn saw Kenkowski 
hurrying back over the road alone. During the 
latter part of the day Mrs. Muller’s husband and 
the younger sister, whose relations with her hus- 
band aroused her jealousy and caused her to leave 
him, sat in court, interested listeners. One of the 
young woman’s eyes was blackened, as though 
with a blow. At no time since the trial began bas 
Kenkowski’s wife or family been in court. 

Mrs. Francis 0. Semler was the first of the wit- 
neases sworn yesterday. Shesaw a woman with 
a white feather in her hat and a man by her side 
pass her house between 4 and 5 o’clock in the 
evening of May 8, on their way up the road. The 
man by her side was. Kenkowski, whose face she 
remembered. 

Nicholas Tonnelliere, employed in a saloon fur- 
ther up the road than Mrs. Semler’s house, testified 
that he was fixing a fence when the couple passed 
by him. The weman was then leaning on the 
man’s arm, and she inclined her head 
toward his shoulder as though she were tired. 
William Semler was in a field not faraway. He 
was 400 or 500 feet away from the road. He saw 
the passing couple. They were the only two that 
passed that way that afternoon. He thought the 
woman had on a white hat. Simeon Engel testi- 
fied that he was driving along the Bergen line ave- 
nue, between 5 and 6 o’olock on the evening of 
May 3. When he reached the woods in which the 
body was found he sawamananda woman sit- 
ting, 15 or 20 paces away from the road, in the 
woods. The woman wore dark ciothes and a 
white feather in herhat. The man had his coat 
off. He could not see the man’s face to recognize 
him, but he wore a low flat-crowned derby hat. 
They were within 200 feet of the place where the 
body was found 10 days later. 

Jacob Le Croix had seen Kenkowski going up 
the road with the woman. He saw him return 
alone. He walked rapidly and nervously, and had 
a bundle under hisarm. Joseph Steuert, of No. 
559 Tenth-avenue, New-York, testified that Ken- 
kowski and his wife and family had lived in the 
upper part of his house since January, He paid 
$7 per month. In April he went away from home, 
saying that he had engaged as a servant in the 
house of a gentieman on Fifth-avenue. Early in 
May witness saw him frequently. On May 12 Ken- 
kowski went to the house, saying that he was 
going to move because his rent had been increased 
50 cents per month. Mrs. Kenkowski was opposed 
to going away, but her husband insisted. They 
moved away. 

Then the State offered testimony, the purpose of 
waich was to show how much money Mrs. Muller 
had with her. Moise Kahn, her employer, testified 
that on the day before her disappearance he paid 
her $15 for services, and Max Gross, who hewght 
the furniture, testified that he had paid her $30 for 
her furniture. The trial was then adjourned till

FINAL REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF ONE 


HUNDRED, 


me Sub-committee of Twenty-one : of the 
‘Committee of One Hundred, appointed to prepare 
a report of the proceedings of that body up to the 
organization of the New-York County Democracy, 
finished its work yesterday. The report is a very 
long one, and gives in detail the result of the ya- 
rious meetings held under the auspices of the Com-’ 
mittee of One Hundred. While throughout the 
‘State and Nation, the report says, the Democratic 
Party was controlled by Democratic voters or by 


‘committees of their selection, in this City alone 
a | enjoyed no such privilege. As to Tammany 
Hall, the report says the voice of the Democracy 
could not be heard in its councils, and any out- 
break of independence among its members 
uniformly resulted in the retirement or ex- 
pulsion of the offending member. Men of 
responsibility and self-respect felt constrained to 
absent themselves from the meetings, or altogether 
to withdraw from an organization to which they 
were only expected to give respectability, but not 
advice. The report calis attention to the peace 
patched up between Tammany and Irving Hall 
prior to the elections of last year, and then points 
out that the Democratic national candidates 
failed ot election by “just about the number of 
votes polled less in New-York City than the major- 
ity to which its votes in previous contests entitled 
it there,” thus making it apparent that this City 
must be held responsible for the failure of the 
ticket. A feeling of disgust and indignation 
settled upon the ‘masses of the Democracy, 
end a general defection from the ranks } 
seemed to be impending. Unity in the party 
was felt to be the first and indispensable condition 
of harmony and efficiency, and experiences had 
also demonstrated that such unity could not be se- 
cured through either of the existing organizations. 
But one course—to take a new departure—re- 
mained to be pursued, and this new departure was 
begun by the mass-meeting of the City Democracy 
held in Cooper Institute Dec. 28, 1880, at which a 
committee of 50, afterward increased to 100, was ap- 
pointed to adopt such measures as would effect a 
reorganization of the Democratic Party upona 
popular basis. Having thus told how and why the 
Committee of One Hundred was formed, the report 
gives the resolutions and plan of reorganization 
finally adopted, and the answer made by the com- 
mittee to Tammany’s request for a union upon 
delegates to the State Convention, and concludes 
‘as follows: 

“The transient advantages obtained by dishonorable 
concessions inure only to the advantage and en- 
couragement of demagocues; and if the Democratic 
Party is ever to resume its control of this Nation, and 
give life and body again to those principles which are 
consecrated in the hearts of the American people by 
the teachings and example of Jefferson and of Jackson, 
it must show itself? both strong enough and brave 
enough to trample under foot all the deviees of fac- 
tion; it must recognize no party authority superior to 
the ascertained willof the majority, nor any lower 
motive of political action than the welfare of the 


whole country.”

“WASHED OVERBOARD. 
CAPT,» SAWYER, ; OF ‘THE BRIG . MORNING 
LIGHT, LOST IN A GALE, 


Capt. William E. Sawyer, late master of the 
brig Morning Light, which arrived from Demerara 
Thursday evening, was lost overboard during the 
recent passage. At 6 o'clock last Wednesday 
morning the Morning Light was 22 miles south-east 
of the Highlands, sailing close to the wind, A 
strong gale was blowing‘ froj ’ east-north-east, 


and the sea was very high, frequently dashing 
over the forward decks. The water had forced 
out the plugs of the hawse-pipes, and the Captain 
went forward to see to this matter. He sent the 
mate aft for some material for new plugs, and 
while the latter was in the cabin a heavy sea 
struck the brig forward. Two men were washed 
into the fore nort rigging, which saved them from 
being swept overboard. But nothing could be seen 
of Capt. Sawyer. The alarm was given, and the 
brig, which was proceeding at the rate of six miles 
an hour, was wore around. Mr. Brown, the second 
mate, says that he saw the’Captain in the water on 
the port side. He immediately flung the quarter- 
deck steps overboard, and climbed aloft to see if 
the Cavtain was still in sight. ‘The man at the 
wheel and a passenger had seen the Captain in the 
water come 80 feet from the side of the brig, The 
main sheet was thrown overboard, but Capt. Saw- 
ied seemed powerless to grasp it, and drifting rap- 
diy astern was lost in the tempest. After the brig 
had been wore around athorough search was made 
for the missing Captain, but no traces of him were 
found. The second mate came down from aloft 
and reported that he could see the steps plainly in 
the water for some time, but no ene was clinging 
tothem, After all hope of finding the Cantain had 
been given up, Mr. J. L. Lockwood, the mate, took 
command of the brig and brought her into port. 
Capt. Sawyer is hichly spoken of. He took com- 
mand of the Morning Light last February. He was 
80 years of age, and came from Machias, Me. Capt. 
Sawyerleaves a wife and two children, who had 
proceeded as far as Boston in the expectation of 
meeting him on his return from Demerara. He had 
not seen them at all during the past year. The 
Captain had on heavy boots and a thick oil-skin 
coat when he was washed overboard, and these 
alone would have seriously embarrassed him. He 
has often remarked that If he should ever fall 
overboard he would be lost, as he could not swim.

TILDEN AS A DEFENDANT. 
SUIT -TO RECOVER PROFITS IN A MINING 
COMPANY. 

The suit of James W. Wilkinson, as As- 
signee of William J. Wetmore, against Samuel J. 
Tilden was before Judge Blatchford yesterday, in 
the United States Circuit Court, on the hearing 
of two motions, both made by the plaintiff. The 
plaintiff sues to recover, through an accounting, 
a share of five-sixteenthe in certain undistrib- 


uted profits of the New-York Iron Com- 
yany, a concern in Michigan of which Mr. 
ilden is the principal owner. The accumulated 
profits are said to amount to about $1,000,000, and 
the assignor claims to be the owner of 5,333 shares. 
The suit was begun last Spring, and in July last 
Mr. Tilden advertised publicly that he would sell 
certain shares of the stock. This announcement 
was made before he had filed his answer to the 
complaint, and the plaintiff at once obtained 
from Judge Blatchford a temporary injunction to 
restrain the sale. The case came up yesterday on 
a motion to continue the injunction until the final 
decree is entered in the suit and on a preliminary 
motion to amend the compiaint. The proposed 
amendment was not verified by the assignor, but 
by the assignee, and the court declined to 
receive {t as ap amendment, but admit- 
ted it as an affidavit for use on 
the motion, and finally reserved decision on 
the application. The argument of the motion to 
continue the injunction, which involved the ques- 
tion whether the interests of Messrs. Tilden and 
Wotmore were thoseof fellow-stockholders or co- 
partners, and, therefore, whether the mine is 
owned by a corporation or by individual copart- 
ners, occupied the attention of the court for the en- 
tire day. Col. George Bliss and Roger M. Sherman 
appeared for the plaintiff, and Francis N. Bangs 
and Thomas Harland for the defendant, Judge 
Blatchford reserved his decision.
